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Guidelines 
Issued For 
Christmas 

The Winchester School Committee, at its 
last regular open meeting, discussed holiday 
guidelines and community use of schools. 
They also voted to buy a third station wagon 
and heard reports on the Washington 
playground and a special summer workshop 
in preparation for incorporation of children 
with special needs into the Winchester school 
system by the fall of 1974. 

Mrs. Mary Mears, vice-chairman of the 
committee, reported on work of a holiday 
guidelines subcommittee in regard to 
elementary school programs at holiday 
times. Others on the subcommittee include 
Burton Cowgill, director of music; Thomas 
Tracy, director of art; other teachers and 
principals and William Clark, assistant 
superintendent for administrative services. 

Mrs. Mears said the group has met twice, 
reviewed guidelines from the state, and 
recommended the School Committee issue a 
simple statement to the effect that all 
programs in Winchester’s schools be an 
outgrowth of an educational experience with 
values such as love and brotherhood em¬ 
phasized, but no religions mentioned. 

Discussion brought out the thought that the 
guidelines be for any productions, not just 
those at holiday times or seasonal periods, 
and they should bring out the educational 
values through words, music and art. 

The question was asked: Do we sing or 
hum Christmas carols? To avoid offending 
non-Christian groups, the committee felt that 
carols could be sung but that children should 
also sing songs from ill religions. There 
should be no "preaching of a doctrine.” 
Ethnic values could be touched upon but 
"don't emphasize one over another.” 

As a result of Mrs. Carlene Samoiioff’s 
appearance before the School Committee 
requesting use of local schools rent-free to 
conduct rehearsals and dramatic productions 
under the auspices of the Winchester Com¬ 
munity Theatre, Inc., the committee Is now 
studying its overall school rental policy. 

Mrs. Samoiloff explained the theatre 
group is a non-profit organization with tuition 
of $40 per pupil os its only source of income. 
The theatre would charge admission to 
performances and this money would go 
toward expenses. If there was money left, this 
would go toward scholarships. 

She said by having access to the schools on 
a rent-free basis, the theatre group in turn 
could donate scenery to the McCall Junior 
High, which she said is badly needed. The 
scenery would be valued from $700 to $1200, 
she noted. 

Committee member Richard Pharo asked 
Mrs. Samoiloff about expenses. She listed 
staff as the primary expense. Her staff In¬ 
cludes teachers of dance, song and art. Next 
she mentioned theatrical equipment, scenery, 
tickets and programs, and custodial fees for 
school use. Costumes, she said, would be 
made by mothers of pupils, later to become 
property of the group, and she hoped to have 
children write their own scripts. 

Dlseusslon revealed the present policy 
regarding use of schools by the community 
has some paying rent, some not. The deter¬ 
mining factor appears to be based on whether 
or not an organization charges for per¬ 
formances. All pay custodial fees. 

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald and 
William Clark will review the overall policy 
and make recommendations by the next 
School Committee meeting. 

Rail $ Voted 

A $772,000 subsidy was approved by the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
(MBTA) Advisory Board recently to enable 
Penn central and Boston & Maine commuter 
trains to keep running 

Henry D. Herseyof Needham.chairman of 
the advisory board, said the agency had little 
choice but to approve this one The money will 
be used to keep commuter service operating 
through October. 

The action came after agreement had been 
reached with both railroods for subsidy 
payments for passenger service through July 
31 of next year. 

A number of bills are pending in the 
Legislature to help subsidize the rail transit 
system, including those to hove the state pick 
up 50 percent of the MBTA's annual budget.

Vet’s Money Gone , Eviction Next; 
Appeals To Winchester For Help 


A 46-year-old father of five children, 
retired last year from the U.S. Air Force, is 
unable to find a home for his family and they 
will be forced to leave a motel this week when 
the last of his cash runs out. 

Fred S. Cannata appeared before the 
Winchester Board of Selectmen Monday and 
earlier in the day at the office of The Win¬ 
chester Star to tell his story. 

He began by reading a newspaper clipping 
recounting the difficulties of ex-servicemen in 
finding housing. ‘"The dream of most 
American families is to own.their own homes. 
For many, the situation Is turning into a 
nightmare.’ 

"Well for me,” he continued, his voice 
cracking It’s already o nightmare.” Then he 
broke down and said, "I can’t go on.” 

But he regained his composure and he 
explained that last Aug. 1 when he retired he 
awaited the promise of several job offers, 

The job market being what it is, these jobs 
never materialized. Cannata, who says he is 
50 percent disabled, eventually had his mobile 
home and Its contents repossessed as he 
continued searching for a job. He said it took 
him 12 months "to find a job of semi¬ 
permanence” in a Burlington store that pays 
$100 a week. "I’m respected by my fellow 
workers and those I come Into contact with as 
customers.’’ 

His wife was discharged two weeks ago 
from Winchester Hospital after a cataract 
operation on one eye. She already had been 
operated on for a cataract in the other. "For 
all practical purposes," he said, "I have a 
,blind wife." 

To make matters worse, his wife broke the 
lens of her glasses which he cannot afford to 
have repaired. For a time he and his family 
lived with his mother as her guests in a 
converted garage "meant for two people" in 
Wakefield. 

But because it was so crowded "and to 
protect the health of my mother,” two weeks 
ago they moved into the Plaza Motel on Route 
1 in Peabody where they live in a family suite 
with four beds. 

Because he has no way of transporting his 
children to school in Wakefield, he has had to 
withdraw two from Wakefield Junior High 
School and one from the high school. 

With the $23 a day motel suite eating up all 


his earnings, he took a leave of absence last 
week from his job in order to find housing. 

He has $150 cash remaining. But that must 
go to buy new brakes on his car. 

The other night, he says, he came pretty 
near to a breakdown while at the rectory of a 
church. 

"I would just like to find a pillow to place 
my childrens’ heads on,” he told the select¬ 
men. "The second law of survival is shelter. 

“Gentlemen, I have the right— as each one 
of you in this room has and every American 
has—to plant roots.” 

"I’m not looking for sympathy. Or apathy. 
I’m looking for action.” 

He has contacted realtors in Winchester, 
he says, all of the veteran’s agents in the 
towns in the area, all of the rental agencies, 
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the Red Cross, his employers and clearly had 
come to the end of the line. “1 have tried 
everywhere. The Red Cross has tried 
everywhere.” 

He describes himself as "a nonaddict, non¬ 
bum. non-alcoholic” and says if he had been 
an addict there would have been help 
available for him. 

"1 belong here as well as you do,’’ he told 
the selectmen. "I have a right to say, ‘Gen¬ 
tlemen, I wish to place my roots.’ Will you 
help?” 

Selectman Vito A. Giarrlzzo asked Can- 
«$’.a why he chose Winchester. 

"Sir, 1 love your town,” he replied. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan suggested

"Grisis In Housing' 
Diseussion U ednesday

The battle between the Middlesex County 
Commissioners and (he Winchester Board of 
Selectmen regarding the town's $40,000 
assessment for the operation of the Middlesex 
County Hospital, Waltham, and which was 
brought into the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court after Selectmen refused to pay, has 
been settled. 

The settlement, which comes after many 
months of arduous debate and delays due to 
vacations and illnesses, brings victory to 
Winchester citizens and ultimately to all 
those living in Middlesex County. 

The settlement also brings forth much 
praise to Selectman John Sullivan and former 
selectman Paul Amico. special town counsel 
for the situation, the chief warriors in the 
assessment discussion arenas. 

According to Sullivan, who says he is 
"elated with the final results” which will save 
Winchester between $40,000 and $50,000 per 
year, the dispute has been going on for about 
five years. 

Winchester selectmen, who last April 
refused to pay the town's assessment for the 
operation of the hospital,' contended all along 
that rates reimbursed by the county to 
Middlesex county towns and cities for patient 
care are too low; that the hospital carries on 
programs that are not authorized by 
legislature; that towns and cities are paying 
for treatment of patients outside the county, 
specifically Suffolk County; and that there is 
duplication of services. 

Following the town’s refusal to pay the 
assessment, County officials filed a suit 
against Winchester's selectmen, who with 
Town Treasurer Marguerite H. Troop, were 
ordered to appear before the state's Supreme 
Judicial Court in June. Judge Benjamin 
Kaplan continued the case until July 11. 

The town subsequently filed its arguments 
in the court but the dispute was settled out of 
court after a series of talks, sometimes 
heated, between Amico and the com¬ 
missioners and later Sullivan and the com¬ 
missioners. 

At one point, Lester Ralph, chairman of 
the commissioners, accused Sullivan of 
"grandstanding it" to which Sullivan 
responded he would hardly call "five years 
grandstanding." 

Ralph charged that Sullivan’s four points 
were being taken care of by the county and 
that Winchester was being hurt by a sub¬ 
stantial interest charge and legal fees. During 
the controversy, Winchester has been ac¬ 
cruing interest on the $40,000 at 12 percent, 
which now amounts to $2,300. 

According to Sullivan, the interest is 
"nickel and dime stuff” compared to the 
savings to the town by staying in there und 
fighting. Selectman Lawrence Smith agrees 
"the savings over the coming years will 
justify the interest." Smith notes Selectmen 
are seeking the counsel of the Finance 
Committee to see about the mechanics of 
paying the interest which Selectmen 
recognize as a bona fide bill. 

Sullivan told The Star Tuesday night that 
the major issue in the entire debate was that 
the hospital was currying out unauthorized 
programs. 

He explulns the legislature originally 
opened the hospital to take care of patients 
with tuberculosis. As cases in the slate and 
across the nation decreased, rather than close 
the hospital, the county began treating 
patients with other ailments. For instance, 
programs to treat alcoholics and drug addicts 
were started. 

Sullivan explains he und other selectmen 
are not against treatment for diseases other 
than tuberculosis, but 1) such programs were 
not authorized by the legislature and 2) the 
progrums were in conflict with other stale 
programs. 

He ulso speuks of (he hospital at one point 
having 352 employees and only 91 patients. 
And after the alcoholic program was in 
stltuted. It armed guards were put on the 
staff to be on the safeguard uguinst distur¬ 
bances. 

In a letter of understanding from Ralph to 
Amico, confirmed directions in which the 


commissioners are now planning to move- 
were listed. 

The letter speaks of expanded health care 
programs to be undertaken and which will 
rely on state, federal and other funding 
sources so as to avoid further financial ex¬ 
posure to Middlesex County towns and cities. 
This, the letter says, is to be the policy until 
such time as rates for existing services are 
raised to n level at which the present financial 
burden is reduced to a minimum or 
eliminated. 

Miles Mahoney, a professional ad¬ 
ministrator, has been hired to head the 
hospital, the commissioners say. Mahoney 
will meet with the Winchester selectmen in 
the near future to discuss existing programs 
and the future of the hospital. Sufficient 
protection against additional financial ex¬ 
posure in the area of expanded health care 
will he provided," the letter said. 

Concerning recovery of revenues 
associated with prior rate appeals, all 
resources in revenues resulting from failure 
to appeal inequitublc past rotes ore being 
pressed for recovery by the new hospital 
director. Ralph wrole. Retention of 
professional accounting and legal services 
are being effected with all the deliberate 
speed to this end. 

The past situation with respect to an 
equitable patient day rate is recognized by 
the county commissioners as a long-standing 
problem. Ralph soys on accounting firm has 
been retained to develop heretofore 
unavailable date to substantiate appropriate 
increases in the patient day rate. The intent is 
to "obtain a patient day rate such that the 
operating deficit of the hospital will be 
reduced to zero or to a minimal level.” This

Town’s Report 
Late But OK 

The failure of the town treasurer to 
reconcile cash receipts with expenses for a 
required state quarterly report due in August 
was resolved this week. 

Treasurer Marguerite Troop completed 
the reconciliation Friday and it was verified 
Monday by Town Comptroller James J. 
Costello. 

Lack of manpower in Troop’s office was 
blamed for the tardy report. 

Costello likened a reconciliation to a 
checking account. Once a month the bank 
sends its customers bunk statements of ac¬ 
tivity. The customer then checks his own 
records with those of the bank in order to 
reconcile what he has drawn with what he has 
on deposit. 

Winchester has 14 banks and by law must 
reconcile four times a year. Purpose of the 
law is to prevent town employees from 
remaining undetected if funds are misap¬ 
propriated, Costello said, quickly adding that 
in no way did he doubt the "veracity” or 
"integrity" of Treasurer Troop. 

Costello must certify that Troop’s 
statement on expenses and cash balance 
agrees with the banks. This has now been 
done for the last quarter. 

"Any implication that anything was 
seriously wrong was a gross mistake." said 
Selectman Lawrence T. Smith, former 
Finance Committee chairman. "This was a 
procedural problem of internal importance 
only." 

Smith said the treasurer’s reports are as 
up to date now as possible. The town’s 
Methods and Procedures Committee is at¬ 
tempting to come up with new procedures’for 
preventing a repetition of the tardy reporl. 

It was a delay in treasurer reports which 
cuused the delay in the start of the last annual 
town meeting, in March. 

Winchester now has a cash balance of $1.6 
million, with receipts of $11.8 million and 
expenditures of $l(j,2 million.

He is suffering from multiple 
bruises, including three broken 
toes and a broken wrist, and 
will be incapacitated six to 
eight weeks.

At 11 a.m, John Sutherland will broadcast 
a daily music show which is also heard in the 
high school cafeteria. This is called “Soft 
Parade.” 

WHSR continues its public service 
programming at 12:20. The first program is 
40 minutes long and is entitled “Earplay" and 
includes current radio plays. 

At 2 p.m. The American Chemical 
Society's “Men and Molecules” can be heard. 
Also during this time slot is an environmental 
concern program “Waste Not.” 

At 2:35 the station continues with more 


music shows put together entirely by WHS 
students. 

This program schedule will be the same 
every day except for Tuesday afternoon when 
from 2:30 to 7 p.m. classical music will be 
broadcast. 

WHSR-FM will announce news for local 
groups and organizations aB a public service. 
Also, according to Sutherland, the station will 
tape organizational meetings of public in¬ 
terest and broadcast them at a later date. 

WHSR will bring complete coverage of all 
town meetings and elections this year as well 
as all home football games. WHSR-FM is 91.9 
on the dial.

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Board Of Health Officials 
Doubt Malathion Caused 
re Pond Fish Kill 


Wedgi 


The reason why fish died in Wedge Pond 
recently is still a mystery, but, according to 
Dr. Lawrence Quigley and Michael D. Saraco 
of the local Board of Health, it is doubtful that 
the fish died from Malathion, the chemical 
used by the state Department of Public 
Health to kill mosquitoes in an effort to 
control encephalitis. 

They attribute the fish kill to low water due 
to little rain and hot sun and possible lack of 
oxygen. 

To explain, Saraco points out that Wedge 
Pond has one or two springs within its body. 
Its main source of water comeB from Horn 
Pond Brook which is an overflow from Horn 
Pond In Woburn. Water also comes from 
storm drains and catch basins. Rain water 
helps to clean the water naturally and keep it 
at a normal level. 

But, Saraco says, when you have ex¬ 
tremely hot weather for a period of time, as 
was experienced in Winchester shortly before 
the kill, a high algae growth is the result. 

Then aB algae blooms and later begins to 
decay, it gives off a greenish color, looking 
like green die was dropped into the water, and 
the result Is low oxygen content. 

We don’t agree with the theory that the fish 
died from Malathion spraying of mosquitoes, 
Quigley and Saraco say, noting the recent 
Incident was "not a heavy kill." 

Saraco recalls a similar situation several 
years ago. This was before Malathion was 
used in town to control mosquitoes and 
conditions were much as they were this year. 
At that time Winchester experienced a heavy 
kill In the Aberjona River, Saraco recalls. 


Sabin Lord of that department said it was 
difficult to determine what killed the fish 
because he got here too late to tell and it takes 
a couple of weeks to get water sample tests 
back. He guessed that the cause may have 
been from something detrimental let loose 
upstream which polluted the water and killed 
the fish in its path; that there was a natural 
overturn in the water which is a natural 
phenomenon occurring at the end of summer, 
or that it was from the Malathion. 

He referred The Star to the state Fish and 
Game Division who reported having been 
called to investigate, but by then it was too 
late because Malathion dissipates after two 
days and would not show up a test of dead 
fish. 

The myBtery Is still a mystery and as time 
passes it becomes more of a mystery. 


Pointing to the window In the office at town 
hall overlooking Mill Pond, he said fish were 
so heavily packed across the water you could 
almost walk across. At that time, the Park 
Department employes spent several days 
pulling in the dead fish and hauling them off 
to the incinerator to avoid a serious odor 
problem. 

"A heavy rain is expected this week and it 
will clear it all up," Saraco said confidently. 


Not so sure about the Malathion is Dr. 
Robert F. Mobbs uf 20 Swan rd. who Is a 
member of the state Pesticide Board. Mobbs 
was in The Star office this week to say that 
Malathion has caused human deaths. In 
Norton (Mass.) he said children came down 
with ill effects from the chemical. "We spend 
millions of dollars to put this thing out but 
nothing to evaluate Its effects." he says. 

Mobbs notes he has not conducted an in¬ 
vestigation at Wedge Pond, but he thinks the 
dead fish was the result of Malathion use. 

Shortly after the dead fish were sighted by 
Park Department employes and residents in 
the town, the local Board of Health called the 
Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution 
Control. A representative was in Winchester 
Sept. 24 and took a water sample. By then 
most of the dead fish were taken from the 
water. 


Board Concerned 

While talking with Saraco this week, he 
spoke of the local Board of Health having 
great concern about the waterways in Win¬ 
chester. "If something isn’t done to protect 
what we have, we’ll have a problem in years 
to come," Saraco predicts. 

He spoke of the Board of Health this week 
brainstorming on the subject and as a result 
are offering some of their thoughts to the 
Winter Pond Study Committee. 

Saraco points out that most of Winchester 
is in a valley with high grounds all around it. 
In days past rains would run down the hills 
and fill the local ponds, but now, since the 
highlands are built up due to population and 
vehicular growth, water coming down from 
the hills has lessened and now includes oil and 
grease and other evidences of civilization. 
"All of this empties into the waterways," he 
says. 

"All storm drains empty into ponds, 
brooks, streams, the Aberjona River and 
eventually the Mystic Lakes and the Atlantic 
Ocean," Saraco says. He and others on the 
Board of Health feel that something should be 
done before the brooks and other waters dry 
up and the water which is left is worthless. 
The Board’s brainstorming session brought 
forth the ideas that 1) people should become 
aware of what is happening and 21) a possible 
solution to the problem would be to redirect 
storm drain flows. 


then the flow might continue over the dam at 
Main st. into the Aberjona. Saraco points out 
that all the land involved is town owned by 
various departments and if feasible could be 
worked out. 

Saraco recalls in his youth when one could 
actually drink the water from brooks and 
streams in Winchester. He remembers 
drinking water in the Stone ave., Prince ave., 
Hillcrest pkwy,, and Muraco School areas. 

Just about 20 years ago on the third 
Saturday in April, the opening day for trout 
fishing, it was a common sight to see people 
fishing for trout by the Converse falls. They 
used to gather about 3 a.m. Now there’s no 
trout fishing around, he notes. 

Saraco says he may be gone in 10 years or 
more when the waterways no longer exist, 
"but when it happens it will be too late. We 
need to create an awareness if we are to 
continue to enjoy the benefits of our water¬ 
ways," he concludes. 

Adding to his conviction that Malathion 
was not the culprit behind the recent fish kill, 
Saraco points to thermal fogging (use of 
thermal aerosol fog generators) with 
Malation all over town in recent years. 
Taking care of sections of town on a weekly 
basis, we’ve nit Wedge Pond from all sides 
and have never caused a fish kill, he says.

action should have a major impact on the 
deficit and reduce to a negotiable level the 
deficit burden to the cities and towns in 
Middlesex County the commissioner wrote. 

Finally, the financial burden to the county 
resulting from the acceptance of patients 
outside the county should be eliminated if, in 
fact, the patient day rate is modified to a fair 
and equitable value. 

"However, the fact that a portion of any 
deficit that may arise is attributable to such 
patients is recognized, as in the state 
requirement for provision of additional 
standy tuberculosis beds. To this end, we 
intend to sponsor legislation to eliminate this 
inequity, and we would appreciate your in¬ 
volvement, " the letter concluded. 

At a recent selectmen meeting, John 
Sullivan moved that the board vote to pay the 
county assessment. The board commended 
Sullivan and Amico for their efforts on behalf 
of the town.

Over Zoning Plan 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On October 18, town meeting is raced once 
again with a proposal for a new zoning by¬ 
law. A public hearing was held on Sept. 24 to 
discuss lhat article and the subsequent ar¬ 
ticles to rezone a five-acre section of Main 
street and the undeveloped parcel on 
Rangeley Ridge for apartments. Except for 
these two areas in Winchester Center, no 
other map changes are being proposed at this 
time. 

However, and most importantly, in the 
very first sections of the by-law, town 
meeting members will be voting to establish 
certain districts that will allow developers 
with sufficient acreage (20 acres in RDA-20 
and 10 acres in RDB-10) to go before town 
meeting for re-zoning to garden apartments 
(six units or 12 bedrooms per acre). 

Thus, for example the Moss property on 
Cambridge street could yield 558 units. 
Another district would be cluster residential 
housing that would allow a developer with 
sufficient acreage to cluster single houses or 
town houses up to two and one-half stories on 
his property (two units per acre) just by a 
special permit of our three-man Board of 
Appeals and site plan approval (no town 
meeting approval required). 

A planned residential district (PRD) is 
basically the same as garden apartments 
(RA) and (RB) in that town meeting must 
approve the proposal and a special permit be 
granted by the Board of Appeal. Although 
planned residential districts may include 
single-family homes, garden apartments and 
town houses, I cannot conceive any developer 
including single homes when it is more 
lucrative to add 40-foot high apartment 
buildings instead. 

My purpose in writing this letter is to alert 
residents to the endless possibilities of 
apartments in all residential areas with 
undeveloped tracts of land, provided 
requirements are met as set by the zoning by¬ 
law proposal. This could mean up to 2000 units 
for Winchester—a density I feel is 
detrimental to a town of this size. 

Apartments are a commercial venture and 
should be treated as such; to be allowed in 
any other area than a business or commercial 
zone would devalue our residential properties 
and infringe upon the rights of its citizens. 

I am not opposed tD the acceptance of a 
new zoning by-law, but 1 do feel some serious 
thought must be given to the modification of 
this article to protect the rights of our citizens 
and preserve the basic residential character 
of this town. 

If you feel the same on this important 
issue, please contact town meeting members 
and let your views be known, Only in this way 
can we be assured of getting a zoning by-law 
that will work for the good of the whole town.

James Mawn’s recent death is the latest 
and most tragic vehicular accident on Pond 
street For the past five years, we and many 
of our neighbors, formally and informally, 
have asked the Police Department to take 
measures to curb the constant excessive 
speeding on Pond st. by cars, motorcycles, 
and trucks. 

The site of Mr. Mawn’s crash at the in¬ 
tersection of Chesterford road and Woburn 
parkway with Pond street is a particularly 
dangerous area of the street. Vehicles cannot 
safely negotiate that corner at the speeds they 
routinely travel— far in excess of the posted 
30 mph. 

Our requests for police assistance have 
ranged from more frequent patrols and use of 
radar to installation of a yellow blinking light 
at the Chesterford road Woburn parkway 
intersection. We have been told on more than 
one occasion that "maybe something will be 
done if someone is killed.” 

Regretfully, such a death has now oc¬ 
curred.

Those or us with young children who must 
walk along and cross Pond street on their way 
lo and from school would particularly like this 
question answered.

Resident Responds 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

As a resident of the Rangeley area, I am 
writing this letter to present my views con¬ 
cerning the zoning proposals considered at 
the recent Planning Board hearing. 

The people of Rangeley have no unified 
opinion on Article I or Article 2 (proposed 
zoning by-law or proposed "mid-rise" zoning 
of the Main street site). As is the case 
throughout the town, opinions cover the range 
from support to opposition. Some of those who 
spoke at the Planning Board hearing were 
horn Rangeley. and others were from other 
parts of town. It is totally inappropriate for 
your edilorial page to suggest that these 
residents of Winchester, from Rangeley and 
elsewhere, take an interest in events only 
when they are personally affected, Also, l 
object to the siring of unflattering remarks 
directed at Rangeley area residents. 

We understand the Planning Board's 
proposal to create a "mid-rise’’ apartment 
zone which is intended to be set at a density 
sufficient to provide the economic incentive to 
redevelop blighted parts of the center, We 
also recognize that some residents of Win¬ 
chester may welcome the opportunity to live 
in the§e apartments, and that the business 
area may receive some benefit. 

However, Article 3 (rezoning of Rangeley 
parcel to "mid-rise") is quite a different 
issue—a high density "mid-rise" apartment 
in a residential area. 

We do not agree lhat the proposed parcel 
in Rangeley is part of Winchester Center, as 
required by the proposed zoning by-law, by 
any reasonable definition, There is an obvious 
boundary on a line which is the zoning 
boundary as well as the division between 
commercial and residential use-the property 
line of the old Rangeley Estate. The Rangeley 
area has none of the problems and other 
characteristics associated with the center, 
and should rather be considered as part of 
adjacent residential areas. 

Moreover, none of the justifications of¬ 
fered for the "mid-rise’ apartment zone are 
applicable to the site. 

1 ) Yhe area is not a blighted one which 
would be improved by high density 
development; 

2 ) In contrast to commercially zoned areas 
where high land values may require high 
density development for economic feasibility, 
residentailly zoned land requires no such 
inducement. The provisions designed as a 
necessary economic incentive would instead 
create a windfall for the property owners, and 
encourage speculation in other residential 


areas near the center; 

3) The "mid-rise" apartment zone, 
designed for compatibility with the com¬ 
mercial area, is not compatible with 
residential neighborhoods. Other proposed 
multi-family zones arc designed for that 
purpose. 

Turning down the proposal to rezone the 
Rangeley site would in no way deprive the 
town of any benefit in having "mid-rise" 
apartments in the center. It would simply 
reaffirm the intent of the town lo have them in 
the center, and not in residential areas. As a 
by-product, the redevelopment of the Main 
street area would be encouraged by not 
having a competing development on the 
Rangeley site. , . „ M

Prof. Edward Wood: 


4 Winchester Not An Antique, 
It’s Like A Jewel, Fine, Rare’

"Driving into Winchester is an ex¬ 
traordinary physical experience," Edward 
Wood, MIT professor and expert on urban 
renewal, told more than 100 citizens recently 
at a meeting at the Muraco School dealing 
with alternatives for the town center. 

The general meeting of the League of 
Women Voters sought consensus from 
members and input of ideas from citizens on 
desirable directions for the town. 

"Winchester is not an antique, but like a 
jewel -- fine and rare," Wood noted, after an 
afternoon walking tour of the center. Win¬ 
chester reminded Wood of a Chicago railroad 
suburb where he grew up. "It’s much more a 
mid-western than a New England ex¬ 
perience." He savered its "small, delicate 
textured fabric” and "its refinement" 
compared to other areas where he finds "no 
grace and no greenness." 

He senses that the business community of 
Winchester is "very delicate economically," 
and that some small businesses are "likely 
very shaky." On an encouraging note, he 
considers the number of store vacancies very 
small. 

In examining the problems and potentials 
of Winchester, Wood stressed three major 
areas: environment, economic development 
and equity. The National Environmental 
Policy Act now requires all federal agencies 
to prepare environmental impact statements 
prior to building, he said. 

Certain states such as California are 
beginning to pass similar acts for all licen-

sees. The courts are beginning to be in¬ 
terested in more than just noise, air and 
water pollution in the environment, he said; 
I hey are also interested in secondary aspects 
such as impact on the economy and 
distribution of services. 

Throughout the country there is consistent 
court emphasis on public participation In all 
bureaucratic decisions in order to achieve a 
"sense of commonality" or public interest in 
the environment and its natural resources.

The potential visability and loveliness of 
Winchester Center depends won a real store 
by store understanding of trade volume and a 
study of kinds of competition malls offer the 
center he said. 

Winchester must determine if it wishes to 
seriously compete with malls or retain a 
small-town image. Winchester citizens, Wood 
said, must face up to the matter of liquor 
licenses at the ballot box if they wish to at¬ 
tract and maintain restaurants. 

In addition, Wood stressed that there is a 
need for Winchester to develop a three- 
dimensional model which deals with the in¬ 
terrelationships of spaces and options. All of 
these studies are complex and will probably 
require a two or three year commitment by 
the major public interest groups in town. The 
problems are major ones, and their solutions 
are long-erm. 

The success or failure of efforts to 
determine the big questions of where Win¬ 
chester goes and how it grows will be clearly 
related to the level of public participation in 
working with professionals, Wood stated. 
"You can only preserve the scale (of the 
town) if you hove sophisticated, sensitive 
design,” 

He then drew laughter by likening the 
aspect of the Parkview Apartments to that of 
Washington’s Watergate apartments, and 
noted that Parkview Is out of scale with the 
rest of the town. 

EQUITY 

In conclusion, Wood raised the social issue 
of equity regarding housing for 3 percent of 
Winchester’s elderly and persons living below 
the poverty level. At some point, he said, 
Winchester must also assess its responsibility 
to tte center city with its concentration of low 
income families. 

QUESTIONS, COMMENTS 

Following Wood's presentation, Mrs. 
Donald Puffer moderated citizen questions 
directed lo the chairman of the Planning 
Board, the Winchester Business Association 
and the Design and Architectural Review 
Committee, 

Nancy Dressier, president of the Win¬ 
chester Business Association, mentioned 
several ways in which the WBA has been 
active in serving as a ctalyst for action within 
the town. She referred to the Oppenheimer 
plan, a post card campaign, support of the 
Design and Architectural Review Committee 
and most recently the WBA petition for a 
multi-purpose zoning district downtown, 
consideration of which has been postponed 
until the December special town meeting, 

Finally. Ms. Dressier mentioned a 
cosmetic approach for improving the 
physical aspect oi 'he center at modest cost, 
As on example of the cosmetically possible 
improvements, Paul Grayson of Grayson 
Associates. Architects and Planning Group 
from Belmont, showed slides depicting how 
uniform signs suspended on awning frames 
would create a feeling of harmony among 
disparate store fronts and provide a sun and 
wind screen, as well. Lights in the drawings 
were "brought down to human scale;; and the 
sidewalk area was increased by two or three 
feel to accommodate benches, greenery and 
bubblers, creating the aspect of a pedestrial 
mall. 

Robert Grenzeback of the Town Govern¬ 
ment Study committee noted that Winchester 
has often been slow to accept change and 
"must now recognize the inevitability of some 
change " 

Otto Schaefer, chairman of the Planning 
Board, sought to minimize any thought of an 
"adversary relationship" between the 
Planning Board and the WBA in long-range 
objectives for the center. Their differences lie 
mainly in the definition of "mixed use” of 
business and residential districts within the 
center. 

The Planning Board is on record as 
favoring specific areas for each use, while the 
WBA seeks a more flexible interpretation 
which would allow both uses within a single 
building. 

Richard Murphy of Porter Realty cited 
figures in a proposed apartment development 
in and around the Cullen block which in¬ 
dicated that to a developer apartments alone 
in lhat area were nol economically possible 
due to the high cost of the property. Schaefer 
pointed out that possibly the land values in the 
area were inflated, and that more realistic 
figures might have to be established.

The Bypass 


We’ve had a lot of Inquiries about the new 
traffic island at Main street and Skillings 
Bypass. Safety Officer John McKinley says 
the reason it’s so crazy Is because it's the 
result of a compromise between the Board of 
Selectmen and the TOPICS program of the 
federal government which funds safety im¬ 
provements. 

The selectmen wanted a parking area; 
TOPICS requires certain safety features. 
Several different proposals were knocked 
around before the agency came up with the 
idea to place cobblestone between the bypass 
and the parking area to deter drivers from 
using the parking area as a short cut to go up 
Main street. 

Anyone who standB there for five seconds 
knows that cobblestones are not stopping 
short cutting. The town put up signs a couple 
of months ago stating "No Through Traffic.” 
That helped, McKinley said. But the state 
hadn’t first approved the signs as required 
and they had to come down. 

The intent of the signs was to force cars to 
go to the lights and then take a right. 
McKinley thinks that when the parking lines 
are printed in the new parking area the 
pattern of cars parked there will make it 
inconvenient for cars to cut through. 

The traffic lights, by the way, are sup¬ 
posed to go up Nov. 1.

Conducting the three man panel will be 
Prof. Alan H. Schechter, chairman of the 
Wellesley College political science depart¬ 
ment and currently In his second year of 
research on suburban housing conflicts under 
a $38,000 grant from the U.S. Dept, of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. 

His forthcoming book to detail his work 
and findings will encompass the legal, 
political and value conflicts In suburban 
housing. 

Participating on the panel will be Jon 
Ellertson, Wellesley College instructor in 
political science, who having received the BA 
degree with honors from Stanford University, 
is currently finishing his doctoral dissertation 
at MIT on the Boston Model Cities Program. 

In addition to his teaching at Wellesley, 
Ellertson is director of its urban politics 
summer internship program.

1971 as evaluation coordinator for the Boston 
Model Neighborhood Board Inc. 

The nonacademic analysis from im¬

With 15 years of active participation in 


housing and community development inside 
and outside government, McKay is noted aB a 
forthright spokesman for relief from our 
current housing crlsiB. Remarking on 
President Nixon’s long awaited housing 
message, the Sept. 20 "BoBton Globe" 
quoated "housing expert" McKay—“It 
is . . . ‘simply an Inadequate response to the 
needs of the cities’." 

McKay has been with Citizens Housing 
since 1966 and during his time with CHPA hafl 
led the organization In arbitrating disputes 
between tenants and landlords. He has 
provided leadership and organizational work 
in sponsoring major reforms in public 
housing and government organization in 
Boston, initiating and supporting housing- 
interest groups in both the core city and 
suburban communities and sponsoring 
numerous public meetings, conferences and 
forums on housing issues. CHPA maintains 
an active liaison with the governor’s office, 
the legislature, and the mayor’s office and 
City Council in Boston. 

McKay came to Boston from St. Paul, 
Minn., where he established the Department 
of Community Services in the St. Paul 
Housing and Redevelopment Authority. He 
directed that department and established five 
separate community organizations—three in 
public housing projects and two in urban 
renewal areas. 

The considerable efforts expended to 
provide this community service program 
include the able leadership of program 
chairman and Winchester Wellesley Club 
president, Mrs. John Hamilton, with Mrs. 
George Vrotsos, art, and assisted by Mrs.

Enameltvare Display 
By Edna Hatch At

Glowing depths of colors decorate a 
variety of copper enameled objects created 
by Edna Hatch of 1 Church st. and on display 
the month of October at the Winchester 
Public Library. 

Miss Hatch, who has 20 years of learning, 
practice and experimentation which has 
resulted in the enamelware collection, 
studied under Kalman Kuvinyi at the Boston 
YWCA. Under his tutelage she learned the 
technique that gives depth to many of the 
designs on her copper plates. 

Miss Hatch works entirely free hand. She 
says she prefers to work both abstract and 
formal designs directly in the enameling 
media with no preliminary water colors or 
mechanical drawings. 

Most items In the work on display are on 
pre-formed copper. Some jewelry designs are 
cut for her by a nephew. Each enameled piece 
is fired a minimum of bIx times at 1400 to 1600 
degrees. The design for a single seven-inch 
plate takes at least one hour to execute. 

Formerly an art teacher in the Winchester 
schools, Miss Hatch has worked extensively 
in charcoals, sculpture and other art forms.

Tlie Winches I or open school program 
began recently at the new liigh school gym¬ 
nasium with a small but not discouraging 
number of people 

"Many curious people dropped in to look at 
the building and see what sports facilities are 
available.' - reports Francis Lane, head of the 
program to open Winchester's schools to 
public use, 

The most popular activities were 
basketball and paddlehall. he reports There 
was also interest in jogging, weight lifting, 
wall tennis and team handball. Inquiries were 
made about adding ping pong to the program. 

There are now three ping pong tables 
available to the public. Players must bring 
Iheir own paddles and balls. 

The volleyball and badminton nets were 
not used I he first few days the school gym was 
open, though the nets were available. 

“It is possible to have up to five badminton 
courts and three volleyball courts at once 
without interfering with the main basketball 
court. Volleyballs are available but birdies 
for badminton are not as yet. 

"Because of the interest in sports and 
recreation shown by the young people of 
Winchester, the program for community use 
of schools at the senior high gymnasium will 
be open to boys and girls under age 16 on a 
limited basis." 

Lane explained that during the Saturday 
and Sunday sessions, children will be able to 
use the gym when areas become open to 
them. In other words, Lane said, when those 
holding youth or adult membership cards are 
not occupying the entire floor during the 
Saturday and Sunday sessions, children may 
use the facilities. 

"Children under 16 are reminded that the 
senior high gymnasium is a recreational 
facility to be used only for sports and exercise 
and is not a place for hanging around or rough 
housing. There will be no fee charged for 
those under 16. But they are reminded that 
the gym isopen to them only on weekends and 
only when space is available," 

There will be another change in the 
program, on Friday nights. The gym wijl now 
be open to high school -.tudents as well as 
adults. The revised fall schedule is as follows: 

SUNDAY 

1-7 p.m. Ages handover; under 16 when 
gym is not crowded. 

MONDAY 

6:30 to 9:30 p.m. Adults (18 and over' 
only. 

WEDNESDAY 

6:30 to 9:30 p,m. Adults only. 

FRIDAY 

6:30 to 9:30 Ages 16 and over. 

SATURDAY 

9 a.m. to 7 p.m. Ages 16 and over; under 
16 when gym is not crowded. 

Many have asked about the possibility of 
forming leagues for basketball, volleyball, 
badminton, paddleball and table tennis, Lane 
said. Leagues will be part of the winter 
program Sheets will be posted at the gym 
and individuals or teams may sign up for any 
of the activities, If a sufficient number sign, 
any or all of the leagues or tournaments will 
be run. 

"The high school open gym program is for 
women as well as men, But women have been 
conspicuous by Iheir absence, Of the 106 
people who enrolled as members during the 
first five days of the program, only 13 were 
women. The gym has not come close to 
capacity on any day as yet, so there is room 
for women's activities as well as men’s. 

“You are reminded that the only entrance 
to the gym is from the back doors near the 
new playing fields,

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Petition To Create Corrupt 
Practices Group Circulates 


An initiative petition for an act creating a 
corrupt practices commission and 
strengthening the laws relating to campaign 
expenditures and contributions will be cir¬ 
culated throughout Winchester during the 
month of October and early In November. 

The official committee circulating the 
petition for Winchester is headed by co- 
chairmen Richard A. Duffy of 11 Edge Hill 
rd., Linda Johnson and Delia R. Alonso of 57G 
Main st. Any person registered to vote in 
Winchester may sign the petition. 

The proposed law will bring about a new 
enforcement mechanism in the form of a 
Corrupt Practices Commission to ensure that 
candidates comply with tough new spending 
laws. The commission will consist of five 
members to be appointed by the governor for 
staggered five year terms. 

It will provide for more effective sanctions 


in that any candidate who has won election 
through corrupt practices will lose his office 
and any person violating the laws wiil be 
subject to a $10,000 fine and-or one year in 
prison. 

Also, It will put an end to loopholes as the 
proposed law will: apply to all candidates on 
the biennial state election ballot; limit can¬ 
didates to one political committee; require 
any campaign contribution over $25 to be 
made by check and to become public record; 
require that a candidate use only one bank 
and one checking account, with his records 
open to the public. 

The law will also make it a crime for any 
business to accept any cash payment of over 
$25 from a candidate; and requires a can¬ 
didate to report all contributions and ex¬ 
penditures since the last election for the office 
he seeks.

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Sachems Sag Against Strong

Saturday afternoon was perfect for 
football—clear, breezy and cool. But for 
Winchester's gridders it was an extremely 
dreary occasion. 

Fresh from an inspiring 24-21 win over 
Coach Joe Hoague’s Melrose powerhouse, in 
which they came from behind to snatch Ihe 
verdict with only 43 seconds left to play, they 
showed a lacklustre offense, losing to 
Watertown 8-0. 

Coach John Barbati’s team earned the 
victory the hard way as they pushed across 
the winning points with about four minutes 
left to play. They had knocked at the Sachem 
door on five previous drives, which the rock 
ribbed Winchester defenders halted at the 20 , 
10. 6 . 12. and 15 yard lines. 

But on (he winning score they finally 
pushed the pigskin across as hard hitting, 
190-pound Art Bougoulas crossed the last 
white stripe He started to his right toward 
tackle and suddenly reversed at right angles 
to his path to score through the middle of the 
line. 

The touchdown came on third down after 
two previous plays had been smeared by the 
local line for a total advance of one yard. 
Bougoulas added the extra points on an 
identical play. 

Watertown controlled the game over the 
last three periods after a fairly even first 
quarter. As a matter of fact, the entire game 
was played in Sachem territory, with the two 
best Winchester advances halted at midfield.

The royal rooters of Coach Manny Marshall's 
team were stunned by the amazing lack of 
offensive power. It has been a long time since 
any Sachem ground offense was so com¬ 
pletely halted, and but for the limited success 
of the aerial game and the superhuman play 
of the defense the Raiders’ margin of victory 
figured to be much bigger. 

Before the season started it was pointed 
out that the defensive unit was shaping up 
well and that the goal would be hard to cross. 
This seemed to be very illogical when Melrose 
scored four touchdowns. 

But two of these scores came on long 
grueling marches taking about eight minutes 
apiece. Only one came on a 65-yard sprint by 
ace back captain John Hickey. 

He scored three times against Winchester 
and five more against Lexington to move to 
the top of the state scoring parade. So it was 
not a weak Winchester defense, but rather a 
strong Melrose offense. T 

In pre-season workouts it was noted that 
the offense had not gelled, but with 24 points

against the Raiders, it seemed to have 
developed well. However, it may well have 
been a Melrose defensive weakness, par¬ 
ticularly the foot which affects Hickey’s 
defensive mobility, that helped in the scoring.

Since Rudy accounted for three touch¬ 
downs and Chip for the other one in the 
opening game, the trulh of the simile is quite 
evident. Loss of two key players is hard to 
compensate and left Winchester with a 
watered down running game and a lopsided 
passing attack. So without making excuses or 
detracting from the Raiders' victory, it Is 
hoped that these facts may make the Sachem 
situation perfectly clear. 

Besides Bougoulas, Watertown had 
another strong offensive back in 200 -pound 
Charlie Aiello, a good two-way back in Don 
Spence, and cool headed Charlie Laurie to 
direct the attack. The latter is a superb 
passer, and the local coaches feared his aerial 
shots. 

However, the Winchester defenders stifled 
this threat. Mike Heffernan made the most of 
his one rangy receiver Elliott Miller.

On another completion he was stopped by 
the last Raider defender at midfield. But a 
key player in the Watertown lineup was Brian 
Costello, who played 'an outstanding game 
intercepting passes and running kicks back 
well. On the first punt return he raced 65 
yards to an apparent score, which was 
nullified by a clipping penalty. John Carzo 
with eight tackles and five assists, and tri¬ 
captain Charlie Deroo with eight tackles and 
four assists spearheaded the Winchester 
defense. 

The first series of plays found the Sachems 
forced to punt after an eight-yard advance by 
Fiore. Marc Cullen, sophomore booter, lofted 
a high spiral which Costello took at his own 35 
and went all the way, only to be called back. 


The 15-yard penalty gave Watertown a 
first down at their own 22. Don Spence banged 
through for a first down at the 32 and on Ihe 
next play Carl Mayer stopped him after a two- 
yard gain. 

Laurie passed to John Papas for another 
first down at the 42. Gene Garneau and Tim 
Porter smashed through to dump Laurie for a 
10 -yard loss. When another pass failed Dick 
Haley punted, with Fiore making a fair catch 
at his own 28. 

Two short gains by Tim Porter and John 
Carzo precededa no gain play for Fiore. Once 
again Cullen punted, with Albie Cordice 
downing the ball at the Watertown 30. Art 
Bougoulas made two short gains and a pass 
failed, with the ensuing punt going to the 
home team's 30, 

A pitchout netted eight, and Porter picked 
up a first down at the 40. Fiore made five and 
Vin Palumbo three more to end an even first 
period. This was the last that was seen of 
Rudy Fiore, except a one play fourth period 
appearance for a halfback passing 
assignment. 

The second period opened with a Sachem 
punt downed by Cordice at the visitors' 16. 
Tri-captain Charlie Deroo and Vin Palumbo 
stopped Aiello after a four-yard advance. 
Bougoulas added only one. Deroo and John

Police Disperse Youths 

Cash Register Stolen While Owner Sleeps 


A cash register containing $50 to $100 was 
removed from a variety store on Cross street 
early Sunday morning as the proprietor slept 
nearby. 

Police said Malcolm R. McDonald of 
McDonald's Variety, 105 Cross at., told them 
he was in the store and fell asleep. When he 
woke up, at 1:15 a.m., the cash register was 
gone.

Holdup 

Suspects 

Captured 

Two of three men sought for the Aug. 9, 
holdup of the Suburban National Bank at the 
Woburn plaza are In custody in New York 
City, it was learned lust week. 

One of those arrested was identied as 
Richard Cepulonis of North Oxford and 
Worcester, Mass., a furlough escapee from 
the Norfolk, Mass. Prison and the other was 
identified as Frank Lovell who was recently 
released from the Concord Prison. 

The duo were placed under arrest in two 
different motelB in the New York City area, 
and wfere hailed on federal gun charges. 

One of the machine guns taken at the time 
of the arrests proved to be the same weapon 
which was fired into the ceiling at the West 
Woburn Bank, and the pursuing Police 
Officer John P. Gibbons in Winchester, which 
went through the windshield of a motor 
vehicle and injured a Winchester woman. 

Both were fully armed at the time of arrest 
by FBI agents, according to Capt. Kenneth R. 
Murphy of the Woburn Police Department. 

He said that formal charges on the Woburn 
bank robbery will be launched and detainer 
warrants will be lodged with the FBI. 
"However,” he said, "It’s doubtful that they 
will come to trial on the local charges for 
some lime, because of the federal charges 
and escape charges in effect.” 

Murphy said that detectives and officers of 
the Woburn department are now engaged in 
an all-out hunt for the third suspect in the 
bank robbery. 

The holdup which netted the trio over 
$15,000 took place on a Thursday afternoon 
shortly after 4 p.m. 

The three gunmen entered the bank with 
masks on. demanded all of the money "or 
we'll blow your heads off.” 

All three brandished automatic weapons, 
according to bank employees and witnesses 
who were in the area. 

They got the money and then sped from the 
scene. 

Inspector John P. Gibbons was a short 
distance away in an unmarked car when he 
received the radio message, and pulled up to 
the bank just after the trio had left. 

He spotted the suspected car and gave 
chase onto Cambridge road, at the same time 
radioing his location to other cruisers. 

The chase went south on Cambridge road 
onto Wildwood st., Winchester, and was 
highlighted by at least 20 shots from the 
fleeing car. 

One of the bullets smashed through the 
windshield of the car operated by Mrs. Am. 
Meselunas of Winchester. 

"I thought she was dead” said Gibbons, as 
he came to a screeching halt to assist her 
after the car went up over the sidewalk. 

She was rushed to the Choate Hospital by 
Officer Keith Webb who was close by, while 
Gibbons resumed the chase. However he lost 
‘he fleeing car. 

U was later found in the Washington street 
area near Calvery Cemetery in a clump of 
bushes, and another get away car was located 
on the Woburn Parkway near the Reservoir 

Both proved to be stolen from the Wor 
cester area. 


Former Selectman Considered 
For The New Town Counsel 


Selectmen Favor Apartments 
On Main, Oppose Rangeley 


Winchester's selectmen voted 4-1 against 
supporting apartments in the Rangeley road 
area during a recent meeting aimed at 
presenting a united board voice at town 
meeting. 

The board also supported apartments for 
the Main street site, one of the two zones the 
Planning Board is recommending for 
apartments in Winchester Center. 

The selectmen were taking straw votes to 
determine the members’ feelings on the 
Planning Board’s four recommended ar¬ 
ticles. 

There was little opposition expressed over 
the Planning Board's recommended com¬ 
prehensive new zoning by-law, defeated at a 
special town meeting three years ago 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith explained 
his opposition: "Rangeley road Is not the 
place for a high-rise development. The fact 
that the Planning Board seeks covenants 
proves there are legitimate grounds for op¬ 
position." 

He cited as one major reason for his 
negative straw vote:traffic congestion. 
"There is enough congestion there now.” 

Chairman Arthur E. Dunbar expressed a 
fear that covenants might luter prove in¬ 
supportable in the courts* Tin* Planning 
Board is negotiating with the owners of the 
Rangeley cite to draw documents limiting the 
height of apartment building 128 iu 40 feet and 
the number of units to. Access would be from 
Waterfleid road. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan feels the 
presentation of the apartment articles al. the 
same town meeting as the new zoning bv-luw 
will jeapordize the passage of the by-law. 

Selectman Vito Giarrizzo was the sole 
board member in favor of Rangeley roau 
apartments (Articles 3 and 4). He said the 
town's tax base should be broadened through 
rezoning. 

Selectman William G. Chapman Jr. said 
that when he was a member of the Planning 
Board apartments for Rangeley road were 
reviewed at least three times Apartments are 
not logical for the site, he said, because with 
access over Waterfleid road the traffic flow in 
thut area would be disrupted. 

The straw vote on whether or not to sup¬ 
port ..partments for the Main street site as 
recommended by the Planning Board was 3-0 
(two abstained). 

The 4.7 acre site between Park st. and 
Wedge Pond has been proposed for mid rise 
apartments (80-foot maximum height). 
Selectmen Sullivan, Chapman and Giarrizzo 
said they favored the plan. 


The selectmen expressed hope that 
development of the site will help revitalize 
Winchester Center by encouraging 
developers to acquire lots and propose plans 
to uplift this decaying section of the center. 

Selectman Smith indicated he was 
favorable to the plan but abstained. He 
wondered if it is necessary to build as high as 
80 feet and feels the Planning Board and the 
Winchester Business Association should 
resolve Ihelr differences on mixed zoning. 

WBA will ask a December town meeilng to 
create a mixed use zone allowing apartments 
and commercial development in one district. 
The Planning Board opposes such a concept,

The Planning Board’s recommended 
Article 3 for the Oct. 18 special town meeting 
would permit such construction. 

Tht purpose of the meeting is to present 
Waterfield Associates' plans for a $4 million 
complex to be built on 90,000 square feet of 
land. Waterfield hopes to allay fears of some 
Rangeley road abutters. To be discussed are 
the 17,000 square feet buffer zone, access to 
and height of the proposed Waterfield 
facilities, parking and the general ap¬ 
pearance of (he finished complex. 

Waterfield Associates, incorporated in 
Massachusetts in 1971, is a partnership of 10 
persons, with Nicholas Fitzgerald of Win- 
chesti as general partner. F ive of the firm’s 
partners are from Winchester, five from out 
of town. 

They have etnpl' *'d F .iward J. Tedesco 
Associates of 48 Mouiu Verwti st. as ar¬ 
chitects for the proposed tnunt- 
condominium complex.

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School Committee Votes 
4-2 To Eliminate Rental 
Fees To Non-Profit Groups 


In a 4-2 vole, the Winchester School 
Committee Tuesday night approved a 
recommendation from Supt. of Schools 
William MacDonald and Assistant Supt. of 
Schools William Clark concerning community 
use of public schools. 

The recommendation called for con¬ 
sistency in practice (what Is the policy for one 
group should be the policy for others), con¬ 
tinuation of charing custodial feels, and the 
elimination of rental fees to local groups 
using the schools unless the persons of groups 
are making financial gain. 

Background 

The review of the policy concerning 
community use of schools came about two 
weeks ago after . Mrs. Carlene Samoiloff, 
representing the Winchester Communnity 
Theatre Inc., requested use of local schools 
rent-free as she conducted rehearsals and 
dramatic productions. Mrs. Samoiloff was 
ready to pay custodial fees, but in lieu of rent 
her group wanted to donate scenery to McCall 
Junior High School, which she claims Is badly 
needed. 

From the beginning School School Com¬ 
mittee member Robert Pritchard was in 
favoring of granting Mrs. Samoiloff’s 
request, but discussion disclosed there were 
inconsistencies with the policy. This brought 
forth the review and recommendation of Supt. 
MacDonald and Ass’t. Supt. Clark. 

Opposing the recommendation were 
Committee members Stephen Parkhurst and 
Richard Pharo. 

Parkhurst said he felt the timing was off 
since the town is now in the middle of a fiscal 
budget. Though the amount of money 1 b not 
large, $1,263, “this should be done at the end 
of the town's fiscal year,” he said, adding the 
rental income is figured in the town budget 
and town meeting members should decide 
whether they want the Income or not. Some 
people will say “The School Committee is 
throwing the town’s money away,” Parkhurst 
put forth. 

Pharo's reason to oppose concerned the 
question of profit which he said “is difficult 
for us to determine.” 

Pritchard said he had no quarrel with the 
points raised and noted “ve are faced with a 
real problem.” But to defer a decision to wait 
until the end of the fiscal year will penalize 
this particular group, he said referring to 
Mrs. Samoiloff and her associates. 

Speaking from the audience, Mrs. 
Samoiloff spoke of the scenery she was ready 
to donate to McCall. She asked if any other 
group was offering this kind of costly 
donation. 

Later, as he defended his opposition of the 
request, Parkhurst pointed out that if the 
Committee voted in the affirmative there 
would be other requests for rent-free UBe and 
“we may have flats (scenery) comfng out of 
our ears.” 

Mrs. Mary Mears pointed out that budget 
heat and light costs were ‘guestimates” and 
would be paid regardless of use, which could 
not be accurately determined beforehand. 
“Now is the time to approve this,” she said, 
noting this is not a “big budget item.” She 
pointed to "good will" results and said 
residents, as taxpayers, have a right to use 
the schools. 

The motion was made to approve the 
recommendation. Those voting in favor were 
Chairman Harriet Dieterlch, Mary Mears, 
Robert Pritchard and Richard Lawrence. 
Voting against were Stephen Parkhurst and 
Richard Pharo.

Other Business 

The School Committee heard reports from 
Winchester school department reading 
specialists Phyllis Galante, June Chambers, 
Mildred Hankins and Kathy Sheridan; and 
from Jim Smith and Jack Waite on high 
school algebra. 

Speaking about elementary reading scope 
and sequence charts worked out this past 
summer, the reading specialists told the 
Committee of the system’s advantages, in¬ 
cluding offering teachers a variety of 
materials and an opportunity to evaluate 
students' reading levels. 

Discussion revealed that reading 
specialists monitor diagnostic tests of all 
pupils with their teachers. Those who need 
help are channeled in directions to gain help 
and those who do not have an opportunity for 
enrichment. 

On the topic of pupils’ speed in reading, the 
specialists pointed out that speed is not 
emphasized. Pupils begin by reading slowly 
and carefully for comprehension and Bpeed 
will develop, they reported. Teachers agreed 
with School .Committee members they would 
like to see more time devoted to reading. The 
suggestion was made that this might be ac¬ 
complished by having teachers of other 
subjects working to develop greater study 
skills of their students. 

A question from a newcomer to Win¬ 
chester brought up the subject of content In 
what children read, specifically sex role 
stereotypes in textbooks. The audience 
questioner referred to pictures of girls and 
women as being “practically non-existent or 
in passive, on-looking roles,” The only 
response to the question came from one of the 
reading specialists who said that publishers 
appear to be changing their attitudes and 
approaches. 

Algebra 

Jim Smith, speaking of a high school 
algebra program begun last year, reported 
success as a result of rescheduling algebra I 
classes to the first two periods. 

Out of 120 students, 113 finished the 
program last year with only five failing, 
Smith said. In years past, about 30 students 
failed algebra I. Smith noted the seven 
students who didn’t accomplish as much as 
expected last year are continuing with their 
work this year. 

Basically, the program offers students 
Individual attention and an opportunity for 
greater success. Last year, in addition to 
Smith, there were two students teachers from 
TuftB and one para-professlonal. This year 
there are six teachers, including two student 
aides and one para-professional, Smith noted. 

Materials used are those already on hand 
and Include film strips and video tapes, last 
year much of it was written on a daily basis 
by Smith. This year, Smith estimates, the 
pupil-teacher ratio is 15-1. 

Waite spoke of the movability of the 
students as being another asset of the 
program. A dally record of each students' 
progress tells Instructors what is needed next 
and where to move a student; sometimes he is 
helped on a one-to-one basis; other times he is 
with the group in a learning process. 

Committeeman Pritchard asked about 
teacher adaptation to this kind of program. 
Waite admitted that all teachers will not 
adapt, but team teaching methods might 
permit teachers to fit Into roles that will suit 
their talents. 

The School Committee also heard a report 
from the Capital Improvements Planning 
Committee, headed by its chairman Peter 
Hersey.

the group asked for School Committee 
support and cooperation as Ihey attempted to 
carry out their mission to evaluate capital 
requirements of the town for the next six 
years and assign priorities, all to keep tax¬ 
payers from experiencing “severe swings.” 

The Capital Improvements Planning 
Committee, which has already visited- 
Selectmen and plans to approach all town 
departments, are seeking input from all areas 
as they establish guidelines, evaluate needs 
and proposals; determine resources and 
define processes. 

The School Committee also approved an 
outdoor education program for Parkhurst 
school fifth graders. On the suggestion of 
Committeeman Parkhurst, guidelines will be 
established for this kind of program in the 
event that other elementary schools decide to 
have similar programs. Ambrose School Is 
planning an outdoor education program for 
fifth and sixth graders. 

As required, by law, a second holiday 
guidelines vote was taken by the .School 
Committee with affirmative results. Next 
week the Committee will vote a second time 
on community use of schools. 

In other recent action the school com¬ 
mittee voted to purchase a new station 
wagon, heard a report about the Washington 
School playground, and received a progress 
report on a special task force from Howard 
Nlblock. 

Station Wagon 

The committee voted to retain a 1969 
station wagon, which has a trade-in value of 
$300, and to purchase a new station wagon 
from Bonnell Motors at a cost of $3,860. The 
school budget allows $3,000 for payment of the 
new vehicle. The difference will come from a 
savings on audio-visual equipment. Next year 
they will trade in the third station wagon for a 
pickup truck, which the committee agrees is 
needed to properly transport maintenance 
equipment and materials. Pritchard said he 
felt the purchase of the truck should go 
through capital planning people. 

Washington School 

Washington School principal George Flynn 
and parent Lee Weller, using an architectural 
drawing, told the committee how the school's 
Mothers and Dads clubs “would like to 
develop certain areas of the Washington 
playground.” 

According to Flynn, each year more ledge 
and rock gravel on the grounds are causing 
serious erosion; also there is very little 
vegetation. They expect to use telephone 
poles to stop the erosion. The school also 
needs a designated play area and equipment, 
the men said. They feel this can be “put 
together without difficulty.” 

Most of the cost for upgrading the 
playground would be paid for by the mothers 
and fathers groups. They would expect to get 
some materials from the town such as wood 
chips and sand from the Highway Depart¬ 
ment. They anticipate that overall it will cost 
$35,000 to Increase the ballfield to make more 
playing space and relocate a backstop and 
$5,000 to correct the erosion problem. 
Playground equipment would cost $475. 

The School Committee commended Flynn 
and Washington parents and said they hoped 
to have some “money in the school budget” 
for these kinds of school needs in the future. 

Special Needs 

Howard Niblock, pupil services director, 
gave a progress report on a special task force 
which worked for two weeks this past sum¬ 
mer to ready Winchester for the enactment of 
Chapter 766 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts calling for 
the Integration of children with develop- . 
mental disabilities into community for 
education. 

The task force, made up of Sally Fishman, 
Joan Grenzeback, Barbara O'Connell, Gene 
Prior and Niblock, put together a report and 
manual covering the law and its implications 
and recommendations and giving guidelines 
to teachers who will be dealing with children 
having various developmental problems. 

At present there are 350 children with 
special problems being served in Winchester, 
Niblock said. This does not count students 
who are receiving counseling. The severity of 
disability of 300 Is Bmall, he said, with the 
remainder more severely handicapped. 


Among the problems to be ironed out is 
funding, he explained, noting the programs 
will "need massive state funding.” 

According to Niblock, he has already 
spoken to teachers at the Ambrose School and 


Winchester High School In effort to explain 
some of the guidelines. 

He noted that three pupils now in state 
institutions are expected to be entering local 
schools as a result of the new legislation. 


Sen. John Quinlan To Speak Thursday 


Senator John M. Quinlan of Norwood, 
presently serving his fifth term in the state 
Senate, will be guest speaker at the Win¬ 
chester Republican Town Committee meeting 
on Oct. 18. 

The subject for his talk will be “Campaign 
Spending Reform, the Republican Answer to 
Watergate.” The public is invited to meet him 
and listen to his remarks at 8p.m. in the Town 
Hall. 

According to Republican State Com- 
milteewoman Cynthia L. Barone, Sen. 
Quinlan is an “unannounced candidate for 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and is no 
stranger to Winchester.” He has spoken in 
Winchester many times and appeared at one 
fund-raising party. 

The Senator is leading the initiative 
petition drive for campaign reform which 
aims to: 

1 ) introduce a new enforcement 
mechanism for campaign spending; 

2 ) end former loopholes in campaign 
spending; 

3) control the area of finance so no bills 
can be paid in cash by any candidate for a 
sum greater than $25; 

4) all media firms must report the total 
sum each candidate has spent; and 

5) a five-member commission with no 
more than three from each party would 
implement the reform procedures. 

Quinlan, 38, was graduated from Harvard 
College in 1857. He served with the U.S. Air 
Force, and later became a teacher of history 
and government. In I960, at £he age of 25, at 
the request of Sen. Leverett Sal to ns tall, he 
served as the senator's special assistant in 
Washington. 

In 1962, his first campaign for Senate was 
interrupted by a cal! to active reserve duty 
during the Cuban missile crisis.

In 1964 he was theonly Republican to win a 
Democrat-held state Senate seat throughout 
nine northeast states. Each election since that 
time his tabulated vote has been greater. In 
1972 he scored a 2 to 1 victory in his over¬ 
whelmingly Democrat District.

Zoning By-Law 
Changes Urged 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

While I support the Planning Board's goal 
lo revitalize the center and provide much 
needed housing for Winchester's older 
citizens. 1 take strong exception to its 
proposals (al to allow apartments in any 
residential area such as Hangeley; and (b) to 
allow high-densitv mid-rise apartments in the 
center. 

With respect lo the Rangeley area. I see no 
justification for expanding *he center to in¬ 
clude residential!) zoned land within an 
apartment district. Every commercial 
district has lo have an outer limit where it 
abuts a residential area. 

That limit, in the case of Hangeley, has 
been clearly established for many years. To 
erode that limit could begin a process with 
unfortunate results not just for the immediate 
neighborhood. Furthermore, to substitute the 
parking of 180 cars owned by apartment 
dwellers for the present parking facility 
adjoining the railroad station invites serious 
traffic congestion on Waterfield road and 
deprives the center of valuable parking 
support. 

As to the "mid-rise” 80 -foot-high apart¬ 
ments proposed for Main street, I have two 
concerns. First, the town should not rezone 
this vital area for apartments unless and until 
an enterprising developer Is able to assemble 
a large portion of it and present a well- 
conceived development proposal to the town 
meeting. 

Otherwise, the opportunity for an overall 
plan for this area will be lost and the town will 
have no effective control over its develop¬ 
ment. Secondly, other suburban communities 
comparable to Winchester have limited 
height to 40 or 50 feet except in areas ad¬ 
joining major thoroughfares as In the case of 
apartment buildings on Rte. 93 in Medford or 
Massachusetts avenue in Arlington. 

In fact, the height limitation on Com¬ 
monwealth avenue in Boston in only 70 feet. 
The trend in cities is away from high apart¬ 
ment buildings as indicated by recent 
rezoning in San Francisco by which future 
aparment construction in 90 percent of that 
city is limited to 40 feet. 

Why does Winchester need to adopt a 
higher limit? By proposing mid-rise apart¬ 
ments. the Planning Board is encouraging 
high density (415 units are being predicted for 
the Main street area. This will seriously 
jeopardize traffic circulation and parking 
arrangements in the center, causing a further 
decline in business activity. 

Therefore, I urge that Articles 2, 3, and 4 
be defeated and that Article 1 be amended to 
reduce the permitted density and height of 
apartments which may ultimately be per¬ 
mitted in the Center.

Dear Town Meeting Member; 

I am cordially inviting you to share and 
evaluate some fundamental questions and 
principles related lo the proposed zoning 
changes recently completed by the Planning 
Board. 

In rezoning, a basic legal principle to be 
determined is whether any rights have been 
acquired between the time the previous 
zoning was enacted and the time a rezoning is 
presented. 

Have property owners in RDA and RDB 
(single residence zones) acquired new rights 
since they purchased their land? Does the 
rezoning only benefit a few people who 
originally purchased land knowing what legal 
restrictions existed at the time of the pur¬ 
chase and now may be seeking a way out to 
gain an economic advantage? 

For example, should cluster apartments 
(or cluster residential housing), with joint 
yards be constructed in RDA and RDB (single 
residence* zones) that were established by the 
arduous effort and intelligence of a previous 
board? In the past has rezoning in Winchester 
been enacted lo give economic advantage lo a 
few property owners? 

Is a change of zone justified because it 
bears a reasonable relationship to the health, 
safety and general welfare of our com¬ 
munity? Unless conditions have changed so 
as to require an amendment based on the 
well-being of the people, the new proposed 
zoning changes could have “built-in court 
litigation." 

I hope we do not lose sight of the fact that 
the primary purpose of comprehensive zoning 
is to protect others, and the general public, 
from uses of property that will, if permitted, 
prove injurious to them 

Zoning affects all of us every day—where 
we live, where we work, where we play, 
where we go to school. We rely upon existing 
zoning when we buy homes, build factories, 
establish stores These actions are taken with 
the expectation that such zoning will continue 
in force. 

Consequently, no change of zone should be 
made without compelling reasons 111 con 
sidered. arbitrary or capricious change of 
zone can destory property values of those 
affected adversely by the change, can place 
in close proximity incompatible uses and can 
destroy public confidence in the integrity of 
local government 

Is there a valid basis for change of zone in 


several areas of Winchester? I and many ol 
my neighbors think not. We would ask your 
support of amendments which will be 
presenled to strike section 1.11 (apartmenl 
house districts outside the center), section 
1.13 planned residential districts (garden 
apartments and (own houses in residential A 
and B districts) and section 6.26 cluster 
residential housing. We agree and support the 
need for a new zoning by-law if it were 
amended as stated above.

Bike Car Directions 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

The idea advocated in the Idler front S. R 
Black published in the Oct. 4 edition of ihe 
Star (hat bicyclists can more safely ride 
against the How of automotive traffic rather 
thun with it is erroneous This is a common 
misconception, problably the result or a lack 
of experience of riding n bicycle under heavy 
traffic conditions, and cannot l>c too strongly 
rebutted. 

I heartily agree lhat a bicycle os a vehicle 
cannot be equated with a car, especially one 
with n high-powered engine, On the other 
hand, to equate a cyclist with a pedestrian is 
even more of n fallacy. 

A bicycle is in fact more akin to the car in 
that It is a vehicle which travels at speeds that 
to some extent constrain It to continue moving 
straight ahead and severely limit its ability to 
maneuver laterally. By this I mean lhat a 
pedestrian facing oncoming traffic and 
realizing that a dangerous situation is ap¬ 
proaching can stop or rapidly jump out of Lhe 
way. A cyclist usually cannot. 

The real key to bicycle safety is for the 
cyclist and the motorist to understand the 
limitations of maneuverability of both types 
of vehicles and to make the necessary ac¬ 
commodations when they are operating 
together In a traffic situation. Such mutual 
accommodation is greatly facilitated by 
decreasing the relative speed of the two 
vehicles, as is the the case when they travel in 
the same direction. 

This allows the motorist considerably 
more time to react to the presence ot the 
cyclist by braking and allowing sufficient 
clearance when passing. For example, with a 
bicycle traveling at 15 mph and a car at 35 
mph the difference in relative speeds is 
between 50 mph for opposing travel and 20 
mph for travel in the same direction, with the 
corresponding difference in allowable 
reaction time. 

Meanwhile, the cyclist has the obligation 
to be considerate of the motorist by not 
swerving about or turning in front of him, but 
maintaining travel in as nearly a straight line 
as possible. Even without the aid of a rear¬ 
view mirror the cyclist need not be unaware 
of the presence of the automobile. Usually the 
mimrt of an approaching car is sufficient

warning, but the cyclist also has the 
responsibility to glance back over his 
shoulder when contemplating a lateral 
maneuver. 

Another reason for requiring bicycle to 
travel in the same direction as automobiles is 
the resulting simplification of traffic pat¬ 
terns. As an example of the complications 
that can arise from cyclists riding on the left, 
consider the case of a motoriBt who waits for 
oncoming traffic to clear, then executes a left 
turn directly into the path of an inconsiderate 
cyclist who is traveling very rapidly in the 
same direction along the left-hand curb. This 
is an actual experience I have had while 
driving a car in Winchester. 

Finally, all cyclist must obey the same 
rule, if only for the safety of other cyclists. 
Any cyclist who has been riding con¬ 
scientiously in same direction as auto traffic 
and been confronted with an oncoming 
bicycle traveling on the same side of the 
street knows what an unnerving and 
dangerous situation this can be.

The smell oi turning leaves in New York 
state over the weekend reminded me of what 
a pungent sign of fall we in Massachusetts no 
longer have. 

Gone are aromatic fall afternoons when 
the homeowner rated leaves into the gutter or 
the yard and put a match to them, lighting up 
a thousand memories of his own autumn 
youth.

But the musty smell rising 
from a pile of crackling leaves is gone forever 
in Massachusetts due to pollution control. 

Winchester’s one-person environmental 
force, Lenore Frazier, tells us that leaves are 
a national resource “too long taken for 
granted. Now that the law prohibits open 
burning, leaf-com posting proves to be the 
wise method of leaf disposal, insuring 
recycling of valuable organic materials," she 
reports.

So many times, ufter we 
have returned from fighting a 
fire, we find ourselves heart¬ 
sick because we can readily 
see that often the great 
financial and personal losses, 
and many times even loss of 
life, could have been avoided or 
lessened if only the occupants 
of the home involved had 
known what to do, or had not 
panicked. 

Latest figures on national 
fire losses show that last year 
2.85 billion dollars worth of 
buildings (all types of struc¬ 
tures) were lost to fire. And, as 
if that were not bad enough, 
loss of life was approximately 
12,000 people The number of 
structural fires In the nation 
was 2,512,000. 

The residence category was 
the highest with 542,380 fires 
involving private homes, with 
course, It would be difficult to’ 


say how much of these losses 
could have been avoided, but 
statistics indicate a great 
many lives could be saved and 
residential fire losses 
drastically lowered if people 
were made aware of the 
dangers they court in common 
everyday practices in the 
home, 

Over the next 12 weeks I 
wunl to give the people in 
Winchester helpful 
suggestions. Some of the 
subjects we will cover in this 
Beries are: 

Family fire drills and why 
you should conduct them... 
ridding your home of potential 
fire hazards...fire ex¬ 
tinguishers., .when to call the 
lire department and what to do 
while you await arrival of the 
firemen...electrical danger 
signals that could mean 
fire...carelessness and how it 
causes fires...home use of 
flammabics.. spontaneous 
combuslion, what it is, how it 
works, explosives in the 
home ..fire hazards in your 


yard...fire detection devices 
for home use. We’ll also 
discuss what to do after you’ve 
called the fire department 
rescue squad...In case of heart 
attack... drowning... severe 
burns...escaping gas and other 
emergency situation. 

For those who are familiar 
with all this information the 
series will serve as a good 
reminder of things that should 
be kept in mind, Others, who 
find some of the information 
new, will do well to clip each 
article for family study and 
fulure reference.

Amendment Already In 


Amendments to the proposed zoning.by¬ 
law, subject of a special town meeting Oct. 18, 
have already been filed and more are ex¬ 
pected to be filed. 

Town Moderator Raymond J. Kenney Jr., 
meanwhile has issued guidelines to those 
thinking of submitting amendments “in the 
interest of handling the complex zoning by¬ 
law changes as expeditiously as possible." 

The following announcement was received 
Tuesday by The Star: 

"1. All motions to amend any of the ar¬ 
ticles involving zoning by-law or map changes 
must be in writing, without exception and 
must be filed sufficiently in advance of the 
time when they are to be presented on the 
floor of the town meeting so that town counsel 
can review them for form and substance. 

“It is strongly urged that members take 
advantage of the offer of the Board of 
Selectmen in making their office available for 
the filing of motions. It is hoped that all 
proper motions to amend will be available in 
printed form at the opening of the town 
meeting. 

“Because zoning by-law changes must be 
technically precise in order that the entire 
effort not be Invalid, it is essential that this 
procedure be adhered to without exception. 

"2. The moderator urges that all persons 
who presently intend to speak on these zoning 
articles, either in favor or in opposition, so 
advise the moderator in advance of the first 
session of town meeting, indicating which 
side of which particular issue they propose to 
address themselves. 

“Compliance with this request will go far 
toward insuring an orderly and balanced 
presentation of all issues, hopefully without 
redundancy, and should serve the interests of 
the town. 

“3. All persons presently having questions 
on any aspect of the zoning articles, or in need 
of clarification, are strongly urged to present 
such question in advance of the first session to 
the Planning Board or other town agency to 
which such question might be directed, or to 
the moderator for reference to the proper 
agency. 

“Adherence to this request should aid the 
town meeting in coming more quickly to the 
basic Issues involved, since whatever 
clarification can be furnished prior to or at 
the outset of the meeting can only aid in our 
having a more efficient and effectual 
meeting. 

“Hopefully these advance Bteps will 
eliminate or minimize at least some of the 
confusion which necessarily flows from a 
complex legal subject." 

Amendments have been submitted from 
Alice K. Mirak and Robert C. Ericson, both 
town meeting members from Prec. 4, and 11 
others to delete from the zoning by-law 
proposal sections 1.11,1.13,1.14, 1.15, 6.26 and 
other references to group or town house 
apartments. 

Mrs. Mirak said the intent of the amend¬ 
ments Is to keep apartments out of residential 
neighborhoods without prior zoning 
variances; in other words, to keep as It is now 
the procedure by which a developer wins town 
approval to build. 

Mrs. Mirak favors adoption of the new 
zoning by-law but feels it should be changed. 
“The way it reads now it would be a real 


welcome to developers and doesn’t provide 
protection to homeowners." 

Be deleting references to apartment 
houses in residential areas, cluster, town 
house and other group housing, a developer 
would have to ask for town meeting approval 
before a permit to build could be granted. 

Mrs. Mirak said she is not opposed to 
apartments in Winchester Center, nor to 
apartments for the elderly, but she feels the 
proposed by-law unfairly "puls the burden on 
prevention to the neighborhood." 

Amendments are expected to be filed this 
week to remove from the four articles the 
Planning Board is recommending the two 
regarding apartments on Rongeley road. 

Selectmen executive secretary Edward 
Donnelly also issued an appeal. “We would 
encourage anyone with an amendment to file 
it with this office as soon as possible." 

He said copies of all the proposed amend¬ 
ments will be available to look at in the 
selectmen’s office “to eliminate duplication."

Local Author Lams Award 


Mrs. Mary Welch, executive director of 
the Mystic Valley Mental Health Associai .n, 
spoke to the Winchester College Club recently 
at the Epiphany church hall. She distributed a 
MVMHA annual report and an Information 
pamphlet on the many services offered 
Winchester citizens and those of other towns 
serviced by the center. 

Winchester taxes, as voted by town 
meeting, contributed 512,B44 to MVMHA in 
1972. This is based on an assessment of 58.1 
cents per capital. 

Last year 157 Winchester families were 
served by the association, said Mrs. Welch. 
Services provided include clinical service to 
emotionally ill children, help for retarded 
children, a walk-in service especially for high 
school boys and girls, adult out-patient ser¬ 
vice, referral service, aftercare clinic, 
consultation and collaboration and training, 
research and development. 

Mrs. Welch mentioned that frequently 
parents bring children to the clinic and then 
obtain help for themselves when they are 
having difficulty coping with the many 
stresses partially resulting from the in¬ 
creasing complexity of modern life. 

Mrs. Welch said the long-range plans in¬ 
clude the partial phasing out of the 
Metropolitan State Hospital with each local 
community providing specialized treatment 
and care of their own citizens on a reciprocal 
basis. 

The Choate Hospital-Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Center was recently established for 
adult out-patient diagnosis and therapy for 
residents of Woburn and Burlington. She said 
hopefully In the future, other towns will offer 
the same service and help utilize the empty 
hospital space once occupied by larger 
maternity wards. 

Following Mrs. Welch, Mrs, Sharin Bird, 
MVMHA co-ordinator of volunteers, gave a 
capsule synopsis of the popular book 'Tm 
O.K., Vour're O.K." by Dr. Harris. She felt 
the book was useful for those who wanted a 
better understanding and insight into 
themselves and others. 

Dr, Harris refers to the parent, child and 
adult that exists In each of us 

The parent refers to the feelings we have 
concerning how we should do things and how 
we have been taught. 


The child is us refers to our feelings of 
things as we experienced them as a child.- 
parent and child both refer to feelings that 
may be positive or negative. 

The adult in us refers to our thought 
process and is the computer that collects 
parent and child feelings and relates this 
information to the now experience, coming up 
with the appropriate decision based on 
current situation needs. 

The value of being aware of our parent and 
child feelings is that it will help us to be able 
to control the negative aspects that hinder the 
adult functioning and coming up with valid 
and appropriate decisions, she said. 

Mrs. Bird believes that there is a 
similiarlty between Dr. Harris’ parent, child 
and adult and Freud's superego, id and ego. 
She mentioned that although MVMHA may 
have a Freudian orientation, that they do- 
utilize many different methods of treatment 
and therapy depending on the needs of the 
patient.

Dr. Lele And MIT Team 
Develop Ultrasound System 


An ultrasonic system which 
may enable physicians to 
measure precisely how much 
of a patient's heart tissue has 
been damaged by a heart at¬ 
tack is being developed at MIT. 

Heading the project is Dr. 
Padinakar Lele of 21 Squire 
rd., professor of experimental 
medicine in the MIT depart¬ 
ment of mechanical 
engineering. 

Dr. Lele and his team of 
engineers are developing 
methods for using high- 
frequency ultrasould-above 
the range of human hearing--to 
detect areas of heart muscle 
killed by a heart attack. 
Physicians using the system 
would place a tiny ultrasound- 
emittlng-and-detecting probe 
into a patient's body to 
examine the heart. 

A high-speed computer 
would analyze the results and 
plot them out to inform 
physicians of the extent of dead 
muscle tissue in their patients' 
diseased hearts. 

Blood Flow 

Dr. Lele and Jerry Namery 
of Patterson, N.J., a former 
electrical engineering 
graduate student, earlier 
carried out a preliminary 
study which showed that dead 
heart tissue differs con¬ 
sistently from normal tissue in 
the way it absorbs ultrasound 
at various frequencies. They 
have also developed a 
prototype computer program 
to pick out useful information 
from ultrasonic echoes off 
heart muscle and analyze that 
information to decide whether 
the muscle 1 b dead or alive. 

Precisely determining the 
severity of heart attacks has 
been a major problem for hearf 
specialists, said Dr. Lele. Such 
attacks are usually caused by 
blockage of the coronary ar¬ 
tery, which feeds the heart its 
life-giving supply of 
oxygenated blood. The oxygen- 
starved tissue quickly dies, 


leaving spots ol deuu muscle in 
various areas of the heart. 
Precise information on the 
amount of muscle killed by a 
heart attack is vital to at¬ 
tending physicians in planning 
treatment. 

Presently physicians use 
measures of the levels of 
certain enzymes in Ihe blood to 
Indicate generally the severity 
of a heart attack, but the 
method Is not exact. 

Heart specialists have also 
used blood flow measurements 
to determine how badly heart 
muscle has been damaged, but 
these are also imprecise. 

Dr. Lele and his colleagues 
first discovered in 1971 that 
ultrasound could be useful in 
determining the extent of heart 
damage.

Dr. Lele found, however, 
that there was a difference in 
(he amount of ultrasound 
reflected by living and dead 
tissue, with dead tissue 
reflecting less. Such ultrasonic 
measurements, however, were 
-dependent on the angle at 
which ultrasonic pulses im¬ 
pinged on the tissue. 

Then Dr. Lele discovered 
that by using a broad-band 
ultrasonic pulse-containing a 
wide range of frequencies—he 
could obtain a curve 
representing how a piece of 
tissue reflected ultrasound, 
throughout those frequncles. 

The shape of this curve would 
be the same regardless of the 
angle of the target, and thus 
could be compared with the 
shape pf the curve for normal 
tissue with broad band pulses. 

Dr. Lele could then detect 
diseased heart tissue regar¬ 
dless of the position of the 
ultrasound probe. Dr. Lele 
theorizes that the differences 
in aultrasound absorption be¬ 
tween living and dead tissue .

Coach Manny Marshall's Winchester High 
School gridiron team chalked up its second 
victory of the Middlesex League campaign by 
downing Burlington. 23-6. on Saturday 

The game was played at the home field of 
the newcomers to the circuit, one which is like 
something out of a bygone era, and certainly 
the poorest field on wlicih any Winchester 
team has played in the past 25 years.

To describe the game as thrilling or well 
played would be inaccurate.

By far the best ball carrier for the 
home team was the referee who marched off 
well over lOO yards against the Sachems in 5 
and 15 yard penalties, besides calls for pass 
interference.

Odette Friou of 34 Ledyard rd. as she 
reflected recently on her work as a volunteer 
school librarian in Boston, 

Mrs. Friou and 41 others from Winchester 
are actively engaged In serving as volunteer 
librarians as members of the School Volun¬ 
teers of Boston program. 

School Volunteers of Boston is made up of 
hundreds of persons from Boston and 
suburban areas. They are people who help 
support Boston's schools by acting os tutors, 
in bi lingual programs or as librarians. 

According to Mrs. F, W. (Martha) Red¬ 
ding Jr. the library program was organized in 
1965 because Boston’s schools lacked 
librarians in elementary and Junior high 
schools. She recalls “ that Winchester women 
got involved in the program in the spring of 
1971 after seeing a notice in The Star seeking 
volunteers and learning more about the 
program through the Community Schools 
Association and the social action committees 
of local churches. 

Back then, Mrs, Redding recalls, the 
School Volunteers of Boston Library 
Program, which is supervised by two 
professional librarians who are paid by the 
Boston School Department and who train 
volunteers, wanted to begin a library at the 
Hoar School in South Boston. 

Soon the Hoar School became the project 
for the Winchester women, eight in number, 
who were provided books and shelving and a 
room for the library. They painted walls and 
furniture and hung curtains and opened the 
library in May of 1971. Mrs. Redding and Mrs. 
Friou coordinate volunteer activities at the 
Hoar School. 


Mrs. Redding points out the long range 
plan is lhat a school library will eventually be 
taken over and run by the parents of the local 
school. 

She gives credit to the success of the 
program to the “strong help and support of 
the school itself,” the guidance of the School 
Volunteers of Boston, the hard work of the 
library committee and the responsiveness of 
the children. 

Speaking of the rewards she has gained 
from the experience, Mrs. Redding says in 
addition to getting to know and work with the 
children, she has learned a lot about library 
procedure. Because of this interest she has 
begun taking courses in library science at the 
University of Massachusetts at Boston. 
Ultimately, when her children are grown, she 
hopes to work as a para-professional 
librarian. 

Other volunteers feel the way Mrs, Red¬ 
ding does and are also taking courses. They 
all report enjoying working with children and 
getting to know the staff at the Hoar School 

Mrs. Friou says she finds the volunteer 
work rewarding “just seeing children going to 
bookshelves and choosing books.” She says It 
pleases her to see children “sitting on the 
floor and reading" or asking “will you read 
me r .ory?” 

i here’s an exchange of feeling between a 
child and yourself that just makes you feel 
good, says Mrs. Friou. “You know it’s wor¬ 
thwhile" when you're helping to broaden a 
child's knowledge. 

She speaks of a girl,who now attends Girls* 
Latin High School. “This is exciting for her," 
Mrs. Friou says, acknowledging that it was 
the student and her teacher’s efforts 
that got her there but “the fact the library 
was there for her use is important too." 


Institute To Feature Family 
Role Playing, Demonstrations 


The Marriage and Fa oily Life Institute, 
scheduled to begin Oct. 16 at Winchester High 
School, will feature Merle R. Jordan, Th.

He 
places people who represent members of his 
family in various positions onstage. The 
positioning reflects the kinds of relations that 
exist or have existed in a particular family. 
"The area of sculpture is a person’s 
lifespaee," Jordan explains. The sculptor role 
plays as he constructs in three dimensions the 
relationships in his family. He is finally asked 
to reconstruct the sculpture as he would like 
to see it. 

The second demonstration is called 
"Family Interview." In this Jordan likens a 
marriage of two persons to the confluence of 
two rivers meeting In a valley. 

The final demonstration is called "Family 
Growth Games" by which patterns in family 
life can be intentionally restructured. 

Jordan is not new to Winchester. He made 
a similar series of presentations at St. 
Eulalia’s Church a little over a year ago. 

Jordan Is associate professor of pastoral 
psychology and director of the Danielson 
Pastoral Counseling Service at the Boston

University School of Theology. 

A graduate of Bowdoin College, he 
received his B.D. from Andover Newton 
Theological School In 1956 and his Th.D. from 
the School of Theology at Claremont in 1965. 

An ordained minister of the United Church 
of Christ, he is a diplomate in the American 
Association of Pastoral Counselors and 
President of the Massachusetts chapter of the 
American Association of Marriage and 
Family Counselors. He has also published a 
number of papers in the field of marriage and 
family life.

On the text of the Planning Board’s overall 
proposed new zoning by-law, Selectmen 
Chapman and Dunbar again abstained and 
Sullivan, Glarrlzzo and Smith voted in favor 
of the proposal.

Board’s proposal be amended In section 6.26 
(cluster residential housing) to require town 
meeting approval prior to the granting of a 
permit.

The volunteers speak of the personal talk 
with the children who attend the library as 
rewarding too. “The library provides a 
definite need for personal relationships for 
some of the children,” says Mrs. George 
Miller of 3 Marshall rd. As in any town a 
library “can make the difference In a child's 
life." 

Mrs. Miller says "you learn a lot about 
yourself too. Your prejudices are sort of 
spelled out and you discover things are not 
necessarily the way you believed previously. 
You find that there are good people in all 
walks of life," she explains. 

Mrs. Miller doeB bulletin board and art 
displays and takes her job seriously, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Peter (Eva) Arnott who with 
Mrs. Miller coordinates activities for a new 
library to open soon at the Bigelow School in 
South Boston. 

Mrs. Arnott says "you read about small 
groups as causing problems but participation 
In a program like this soon makes you become 
awarn that children everywhere are at- 
tr;.k.uve and nice. You feel about them the 
same way you feel about your own children." 

Just recently a kindergarten program 
consisting of a story hour for children was 
begun on Tuesday mornings. The brainchild 
of MrB. Arnott, the program now has Mrs. 
Mary B. Bement of Mount Vernon st., who has 
eight children of her own, as coordinator. 

The regular volunteers from Winchester 
go to Boston one of four days a week - Mon¬ 
day, Wednesday, Thursday or Friday. Mrs. 
Arnott says volunteers may participate as 
often or as little as one day a month. And If a 
person wants to volunteer but does not want to 
go to Boston, there are jobs to be done in 
Winchester such as helping to process books 
which will eventually be shelved at one of the 
Boston schools. 

The volunteers leave town about 8:35 
a.m. and get back to Winchester about 2:15 
p.m. before junior high students are released 
for the day. Volunteers in the story hour are 
home by 11 a.m. 

Transportation is not a problem, says Mrs. 
Arnott. There are teams of people going to the 
Boston schools on all days. 

Besides the women, Winchester church 
people and student groups have been helping 
with the library program. Last spring the 
junior high group ut the Church of the 
Epiphany processed paperbacks. 

The young people’s group at the First 
Congregational Church has been supportive 
as has the church's Missionary and 
Benevolence Committee, which donated $200 
for catalog cards and books to supplement the 
supply provided by the Boston School 
Department. 

And the Mystic School, at the times of their 
last two book fairs, set aside special gift 
boxes to accept books from pupils. The idea 
was that children would buy two books, one to 
keep and one to share. 

Mrs. Redding says the two main goals of 
the School Volunteers of Boston Library 
Program are to tty to help children “learn to 
love books” and "to make the library the 
prettiest place in the entire school." 

With the expected opening of the Bigelow 
School library, Mrs. Arnott says more 
volunteers are needed. A volunteer, she 
says, does not need to know anything about 
library science. This can be learned. The only 
prerequisite for a volunteer is that he or she 
love children and have an interest in their 
growth and development. 

Since the School Volunteers L ary 
Program began, Mrs. Redding says thei >re 
now 95 school libraries which are run v 
neighborhood groups. When a community i 
one reason or another is unable to fin, 
volunteers for its school library, that is when 
a suburban group can supplement support, 
she notes.

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Chief Asks 
Names Of 
Offenders 


Special Meeting 
Convenes Tonight 
On Zoning By-Law 


Pollice Chief Edward F. Bowler this week 
urged residents of the Noonan School area to 
supply him with the names of young gang 
members who have been disrupting the 
neighborhood. 

Several telephone callers to The Star office 
recently have complained of being 
"terrorized by teenagers,"as one put it, who 
have put the neighborhood in physical fear. 

The callers say the situation has been 
going on for a year and Involves a dozen or so 
15 and 16 year-olds who travel in groups of 
four and five and evidently beat up younger 
kids, light fires and cause other acts of 
vandalism, use abusive language and steal. 

Residents report they have given the 
police the names of the offenders but no ac¬ 
tion has resulted. “You can’t get anywhere 
with the police,'’ one said. 

Another commented: "I know the names 
of the ringleaders. I gave them to the police. 
Two of the ringleaders are firemen’s sons. 
That’s why nothing has been done." Noonan 
School is between Canal and Hemingway sts. 

The Star’s informants report that the 
youths Friday night attempted to set a 
telephone pole on fire on Richardson street 
and in another recent incident pulled a boy off 
his bicycle, threw him to the ground and 
yelling "kill him"’ repeatedly kicked him in 
the head. 

The youth reportedly suffered a broken 
hand. The police were notified, according to 
the caller who insisted on the newspaper not 
using her name, and a cruiser arrived. 

"There were a dozen kids at the comer. 
But the police didn’t take their names. They 
just told them to skat. The juvenile officer 
should be going to their homes." 

Chief Bowler admitted the existence of 
gangs in the area whom the police "chase 
from pillar to post" but said he knew of no 
injuries or destruction of property. 

He said if there have been incidents the 
residents should complain to him, in person or 
by telephone. "The police can't do It alone. 
We’ve got to have help from the people. They 
haven’t complained to me." 

Bowler cautioned against over-reaction by 
the police, noting that youths have a right to 
congregate as long aB they don’t interfere 
with the rights of others. 

He said over zealousness by the police in 
breaking up congregating youths "causes 
more problems In some towns." 

The chief said that charges the north end 
of town gets inadequate police protection are 
not correct. "We have a man up there on foot. 
And there ore two patrol cars in thal area, one 
directly assigned to that end." Not all sec¬ 
tions of town have foot patrols. 

Another woman told the Star: "We feel 
we're living in a state of siege. If it continues 
another year these kids will take over the 
town." 

The same woman suggested the imposition 
of a curfew in the town, "Maybe the parents 
would be forced ‘o do something.” She thinks 
part of the problem in a town as small as 
Winchester is that "the policemen know all 
their families" and the officers are reluctant 
to report the youths. 

Chief Bowler doesn't feel these youths are 
connected with rival Winehester-Wobum 
gangs who nearly came to blows at the 
Noonan Schopl two weeks ago. Police broke 
up the bands and confiscated sticks and bats. 

He said the department's policy when it 
receives information on offending youths is 
"at the very least if it involves injuries the 
officer will contact the Juvenile officer who 
will see the parents." 


A special town meeting convenes tonight 
to consider what most officials agree is one of 
the most important issues In (ace the town in 
recent years: new zoning 

Four articles in the in article warrant deal 
with new zoning. The special town meeting 
has been requested by the Planning Board to 
consider the following proposals: 

New zoning by-law for all (he town. The 
zoning by-law under' which Winchester at¬ 
tempts to control n°w construction, alteration 
and demolition of 1 Idings has been in effect 
since the 1920s and, according to Planning 
chairman Otto K. Schaefer, contains in 
consistencies and ambiguities. 

A change in zoning from business to 
apai tment on land on Main street in the 
center bounded by Vine street. Elmwood 
avenue, Park street and Wedge Pond road. 

-A change in zoning from business to 
apartment on land hounded by Waterfield 
road and Kangelev road near the railroad 
depot in the center area (the so-called Fit¬ 
zgerald property) 

—Creation of a new zone ("conservancy 
institutional") for land between the depot 
parking lot and Waterfield road to provide 
access to the planned apartment house on the 
Fitzgerald bind. 

The town meeting begins at 7:45 p.m., 
tonight, in the auditorium of the new high 
school on Skillings Hy-pass. The public may 
attend and address the meeting under Win¬ 
chester’s rules. 

There has been little opposition to new 
zoning on Main street to allow the con¬ 
struction of apartments (here. But new zoning 
for Rangeley-Waterficld roads produced 
bitter denunciations recently. The selectmen 
oppose the new zoning for Rangeley 4-1. The 
residents of the area apparently are In 
unanimous disagreement with the Planning 
Board's recommendation. Neighborhood 
meetings have be ti held regularly on how 
best to fight apartments since the board's 
recommendations were announced Iasi 
month. 

Though the land in question is now zoned 
business, the residents contend Ihe property, 
covered with trees and shubbery. is really 
residential. The Planning Board maintains 
the site is on extension of the center business 
area and points to similar opinions from its 
consultants 

II is disrusssinn on Rangeley which will 
likely lake the longest of the four Planning 
Boards articles. Action on the Rangeley 
article will in all likelihood nol come until 
several sessions. Town meeting will meet 
Mondays «\<J Thursdays until it completes 
die warrant probably in two or three weeks. 

A special town meeting ihrce years ago, 
which rejected a similar Planning Board 
recommended by-law, continued for nine 
sessions. Though a majority of the town 
meeting members voting at iliat meeting 
favored th* Planning Bourd’s new by-law, 
changes in zoning require a twothirds vote, 
which the meeting tailed to muster. . . 

One plan for Rangeley road calls for 
development of a 40-fool high apartment 
house containing no more than 120 units. 
There has been no specific apartment 
proposal for the Main street land since the 
properties included in Ihe recommended new 
apartment district ure owned by 22 in¬ 
dividuals. 


But at a recent public hearing, Planning 
Chairman Schaefer estimated 415 units could 
be constructed on the five acres with an in¬ 
crease in taxable valuation to the town of $5.5 
million. 

Those opposing Ihe Main street site for 
apartments contend it will be too difficult for 
a developer to assemble all of the necessary 
parcels of land since the board's recom¬ 
mendation is that any apartment develop¬ 
ment have a minimum of 20,000 square feet of 
land 

There are apparently only two property 
owners within the five-acre area who now 
have thal footage. 

The first article un the warrant is the 
Planning Board's suggested new zoning by¬ 
law which attempts to update the town’s 
building luws and bring the laws into com¬ 
pliance with sound building practices. 

Included in the recommendation are 
establishment of certain districts which

Randall Named Counsel Over Amico 


Douglas Randall of Quincy, acting town 
counsel for Winchester, was named per¬ 
manent town counsel Monday night by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

The announcement came after an 
executive session by selectmen, who 
unanimously approved his selection con¬ 
tingent that he move to Winchester prior to 
official appointment in accordance with a 
town by-law. 

Randall was one of three candidates in¬ 
terviewed by selectmen in public session 
Monday night. The other two were Paul F. 
Amico of 18 Kirk st. and Vincent Galvin of 45 
Calumet rd. 

Randall has served Winchester for the 
past several years as special town counsel 
during the absence or disability of the late 
town counsel Leonard Mullen. After Mullen’s 
death, selectmen appointed Randall acting 
town counsel. 

During the public Interview, Randall 
described himself as a "sole practitioner” 
whose private law practice in Quincy, con¬ 
sisting largely of municipal law matters, 
would be moved to Winchester, along with his 
family, and would take up 50 percent of his 
working time. 

The other 50 percent of his working hours 
would be devoted lo the affairs of the Town of 
Winchester, he said, noting he would be 
available for selectmen’s weekly meetings on 
“a regular or spasmodic basis," depending on 
selectmen’s desires. 

Randall, who described himself as having 
"good health,"said he plans to take on an 
associate in his private practice. During the 
interview, he assured Selectmen, he would 
accept full responsibility for the business of 
the Town of Winchester. 

Since he was admitted to the 
Massachusetts bar on June 15, 1949,and the 
federal bar on March 5, 1951, Randall’s ex¬ 
perience has been wide in the field of 
municipal law. 

He is a former city solicitor for the City of 
Quincy, near full-time position, where he 
served as general legal counsel for the city 
and all of its officers and departments. 

He is a past president of the Massachusetts 
Association of City Solicitors and Town 
Counsel and has been on this group’s 
executive board for many years. He has been 
secretary and treasurer of this association, a 
paid part-time position, and describes his 
duties as "preparing and editing the monthly 
agenda of questions of law which are 
discussed at meetings of Ihe members of the 
association." Randall says he has attended 
almost all of their meetings since he has been 
a member for 22 years. 

Randall recently completed contracts with 
the town of Needham and the charter com-

Waterfield Developers 
Meet With Residents 


Last Saturday morning about 40-50 town 
meeting members, town officials and in¬ 
terested Individuals met with architects and 
representatives of Waterfield Associates at 
the Winchester railroad parking lot to discuss 
and view the proposed Waterfield ter. 
apartment-condominium. 

Town meeting members will vote tonight 
or at a subsequent special town meeting on 
the proposal listed under Article 3 and 
recommended by the Planning Board. 

Among those at the railroad parking lot 
Saturday were two selectmen, five members 
of the Finance Committee, a member of the 
Park Department and a library trustee. 

According to Nicholas Fitzgerald, general 
partner of Waterfield Associates, the major 
area of qoncern centered around the height of 
the proposed condominium-town house 
complex, This concern was lessened when 
guests discovered that the total height of the 
building above ground is to be 40 feet, not 80 
feet us some believed,Fitzgerald said. The 
architects, Edward J. Tedesco Associates of 
4B Mount Vernon st., emphasize "this is not a 
high rise development." 

They point out that all parking for the site 
will be underground; the buffer zone between 
Rangeley road residences and the town 
house-condominium complex will remain a 
single residence building lot; there will be 92 
units,well under the allowable 120 units; and 
the condominium units are tD be sold, not 
rented. Many of these points arc covered in a 
covenant between Waterfield Associates and 
the Town of Winchester, 

Fitzgerald reports the second major 
concern of town meeting members, town 
officials and individuals was accessibility to 
the site. Here again, he said, when people 
understood that access will be from Water- 
field street, not Rangeley road, many seemed 
to favor the proposal. 

Waterfield Associates' representatives 
and the architects gave those who attended 
the meeting a handout describing features of 
the proposal and touching on elements of 
concern, particularly raised by abutters. "1 
understand why abutters are concerned,” 
Fitzgerald says, adding "this is the best 
possible project for that area of town and the 
entire good of Winchester," 

Another term of the covenant, which has 
been reviewed by town counsel and expected 
to be signed this week, will deed to the Town 
of Winchester without cost, simultaneously 
with receipt of a permit to construct the units, 


a strip of land approximately 1,700 square 
feet as described in Article 4 of the town 
warrant; also If the land along Rangeley road 
is not used to construct single family 
residences, trees and shrubbery will be 
planted to beautify the area. 

Waterfield Associates reports the total tax 
revenue to the town will be approximately 1 1 
million. This is based on the avea average 
cost per unit of $50,000.

Republicans Hear 
William Weeks 


The Women’s Republican Club of Win¬ 
chester held its first regular meeting of the 
season at the home of Mrs. Michael Howland 
on Myopia rd, 

Speaker the Hon. William Weeks, former 
state senator, lawyer and veteran, stressed 
the fact that Republicans need strong and 
appealing candidates, mentioning Senator 
Brooke as a prime example. Gov. Sargent is 
another strong candidate, he said, even 
though everyone may not always agree with 
him 1 

Weeks noted that 20,040 voted in 1972 and 
Republicans lost bv only 4-10 of 1 ner cent 
Four more votes would have made the dif¬ 
ference! The new redistricting into 10 new 
districts may bring out 15 or 20 new can¬ 
didates. Republicans, at present, have two 
incumbents out of ten, A strong black can¬ 
didate could hopefully win black districts. 

Weeks told the group that Republicans 
must look at the issues, one of the most im¬ 
portant of which is to limit campaign 
spending. A proposal to that effect and 
requiring 50,000 signatures is planned. Hard 
work and door-to-door effort will be needed, 
Involvement at the precinct level is 
necessary.

Sure enough, Tuesday afternoon’s 
program of audience partiepation music, 
including Prokofiev’s “Peter and the Wolf," 
was wonderfully conceived. The “Zoom" kids 
and the orchestra tried so valicnlly to share 
their talent and the composer’s delightful 
score with us and were totally prevented from 
doing so by the execrable manners of large 
numbers of the audience. 

Even taking into consideration the young 
ages and concomitant short attention span 
problems with youngsters, the full ninety 
minutes of spit-ball throwing, loud talk, 
restlessness and purposeful inattention and 
refusal to participate on the part of most of 
the audience, succeeded in absolutely ruining 
any chance the rest of us had to listen, learn 
and enjoy. 

To see these superb entertainers booed 
and cat-called as we tried to cheer and clap 
our gratitude at the end of the program, was 
humiliating in the extreme. 

May I suggest that unfortunate as it is, we 
arrange adult auditorium patrols to quiet the 
restless and remove the unruly? That parents 
make some kind of effort to impress basic 
public manners on their youngsters? That in 
the future, these series be available only to 
adult-child combinations? 

After Tuesday's experience, I’m afraid it’s 
pbvious that too many mothers look on this 
opportunity as a babysitting vehicle. 

Last Tuesday's disgusting display was a 
blot on our reputation as a host town. I sin¬ 
cerely doubt that we will have the opportunity 
to welcome these delightful artists ever 
hgain.

While business necessitated a temporary 
family move earlier this year to California, 
our Winchester friends and our Rangeley 
oad home (now rented) still occupy a very 
pedal place in our thoughts. 

It is disturbing to hear that once again the 
Rangeley area is threatened by a proposal to 
build apartments on the so called “Fitzgerald 
parcel.’’ All thqse fallacious, circular 
arguments once again! Some expert says the 
Bite is "Ideal for apartments’’ ... which can 
be interpreted to mean he thinks apartments 
in Rangeley would sell like hot cakes. 

I’m sure they would, and a principal 
reason would be thier Immediate proximity to 
an attractive, carefully malntianed, quiet 
residential area. A Planning Board official 
says the "Fitzgerald parcel” is “clearly part 
of Winchester Center." This is anything but 
clear. 

Obviously it Is adjacent to Winchester 
Center, but some properly has to be on the 
residential side of any residential- 
commercial dividing line. If the Fitzgerald 
property is carved out of the residential area, 
then why not, on the same logic, carve out 
additional land when someone else, along the 
new dividing line, decides that maybe his 
property is worth more for apartments than 
for single family homes? 

Instead of deciding this issue by focusing 
on the almighty dollar it should be decided 
based on fairness. Here the case is simple. 
The property has clearly been designated 
residenlial for many years. It was purchased 
in full knowledge of this by speculators 
gambling on a zoning change. On the other 
hand many of us, relying on the protection of 
a perfectly reasonable zoning provision, have 
made the Rangeley area our home. Why 
reward the speculators at our expense? 

Various efforts aimed at building apart¬ 
ments on the Fitzgerald parcel have, in 
recent years, become almost an annual af¬ 
fair We urge that the current proposal be 
defeated at the forthcoming special (own 
meeting—not just by a narrow margin, which 
will encourage the speculators to try again 
and again, bul by a decisive margin which 
will tell them once and for all to “go away!"

I would like to urge the parents of Win¬ 
chester High Schoool students grades 10-12 to 
read their child’s handbook, especially pages

It seems to me a subject as important as 
English should have been fully explained to 
School Committee, parents and students 
before implementation.

Students who fail an 
elective course may have to take their second 
or third choice elective for make-up credit as 
regularly assigned students will be given first 
priority in elective selections" (excerpt from 
Winchester High School “Handbook"). 

It doesn't make any sense to me a student 
taking a science is scheduled for 10 periods a 
week but only six are required, yet a student 
who may fail any portion of the English 
program has to schedule himself.

Receives National Attention

Rep. Harrison Chadwick, appointed 
recently to the National Legislators Con¬ 
ference’s committee on legislative im¬ 
provement and modernization, believes he 
was asked to join the group because of his 
successful program to streamline the 
Massachusetts legislature. 

For instance, Chadwick has been 
responsible for the installation of the electric 
roll call machines in the House and Senate, a 
legislative computing system which keeps 
track of the progress of all bills, and the 
printing of bills on bonded paper and 
microfilm rather than expensive parchment.

The legislative computing Bystem hae 
been a great step forward, Chadwick feels. 
“It’s been a great boon. Back in the days 
when we had 2,300 bills it was not so critical. 
Today, with 8,000 bills, I don’t know how we 
ever got along without it.” There have been 
more than 8,000 bills filed this year, he said. 

Winchester’s representative is head of a 
legislative informational and research 
bureau in the State House. A Republican, his 
appointment to this sensitive position by the 
Democratically controlled legislature is seen 
as an indication of the esteem in which he is 
held by the leadership. 

The bureau has a 40-member staff and now 
a full-time administrator, former Boston 
representative Anthony Burke. Chadwick 
during the first year of the bureau’s 
existence was also the day-to-day ad¬ 
ministrator. 

But this year he told House Speaker 
Bartley he needed a full-time assistant 
because the job was taking away from his 
responsibilities in the House. 

The most important work of the bureau, 
'’Chadwick feels, 'has' been its successful 
Staffing of the House-Senate joint committees 
with “non-partisan, non-political-profes¬ 
sionalized research staff. 

“That has won a lot of acclaim. One of the 
marvels is the politicians never got their 
hands on this operation. I never asked anyone 
whether they were liberal, conservative, 
Republican or Democratic.” 

Instead, Chadwick said, he asked 
prospective staffers about their background: 
how competent they were in research, how 
well they could write and could they be 
diplomatic in dealing with the legislature. 

As an information gathering center for 
legislators, the bureau provides individual 
lawmakers with material on what is hap¬ 
pening in other states on particular issues and 
in Massachusetts on a wide range of material 
on pending legislation, for instance with what 
is happening in other states on the economic 
consequences of rapid transit fare increases. 

It provides legislators with information 
they cannot pursue as individuals because of 
time. 

The bureau was responsible for gathering 
considerable data on the likely effects of no¬ 
fault insurance were that to pass at the time 
when the legislature was considering this 
pioneering legislation 

The bureau tried to determine, from 
talking with insurance companies and the 
Massachusetts commissioner of insurance, 
what the rate payments under no-fault would 
be and how quickly Insurance payments 
would be made. 

It was Chadwick's work as head of this 
bureau which brought his efforts to the at¬ 
tention of the National Legislators Con¬ 
ference. In his work with the conference, 
Chadwick will be dealing with legislative 
appropriation procedures, staffing and better 
dissemination of information from the 
legislatures to the public. 

“This is a service which we hope will 
improve the functioning of the legislatures 
across the country and the more than 7,000 
legislators involved.” 

Rep, Chadwick feels this new effort comes 
at a provident time in that “after a period of 
30 years in'which the powers of government 
have tended toward centralization in 
Washington this is now being reversed and 
many of these responsibilities are being 
handed back to the states." 

Chadwick says the trend began under 
Presldenl Johnson and has been a non¬ 
partisan one. “The federal government got to 
be ',uch a huge bureaucracy they are glad to 
disseminate some of their responsibility. 

“The stales had allowed their delivery of 
services to the people to decline and now this 
must be rebuilt. Which in turn means we have 
to establish new procedures," 

Right now Chadwick is working on the 
establishment of a program budgeting 
system for the Commonwealth, “This will 
replace our present line budgeting and will 
result In the establishment of priorities and 
hopefully balanced budgets without the need 
for large supplemental budgets because of 
earlier miscalculations. 

“Business has been doing it for 50 years. 
They don’t have any problems." 

Chadwick hopes the time Is near “when we 
can begin in a meaningful way the 
recodification of the general laws." This last 
effort would be a massive undertaking to 
reclasBlfy all of the State’s laws. 


Letter From The Editor 

Surprise! 


To the great surprise of everyone .who 
follows Winchester politics, the selectmen 
Monday appointed Douglas Randall the new 
town counsel rather than former selectman 
Paul F. Amico, whom everyone figured had it 
in the bag. 

The Star, in fact, Monday received reports 
that the Amico home on Kirk street was the 
busy scene of people bringing food and chairs 
in preparation for the party that would be 
held following the selectmen’s appointment of 
Atty. Amico to the town counsel slot. (A town 
counsel, by the way, is the lawyer who 
represents a municipality in court and who 
gives legal advice to boards and committees. 
In Winchester, the position is part time, 
paying about $13,000 a year.) 

Amico was one of three considered for the 
position. A town counsel-selection committee 
had been appointed by the selectmen to come 
up with some names. 

The committee came up with the names of 
187 lawyers in Winchester and gradually 
reduced the list to three, Amico, Randall, and 
Vincent Galvin, the former candidate for 
Congress. 

1 talked to a couple of the selectmen and 
asked them why Randall over Amico. 
Qualifications, was the gist of their reasoning. 
Amico and Galvin were well qualified, as the 
town counsel committee had pointed out. But 
Randall was so much more qualified in 
municipal law that to reject him would 
have ... well, they couldn't really. His 
background was that good. 

It was hard for the selectmen as in¬ 
dividuals to vote (unanimously, at that) for 
someone other than Amico, who a few months 
previously had left the Board of Selectmen. 
He is (or was) close to most of the selectmen 
and fully expected them to support him. 

We've knocked the Board of Selectmen in 
the past for doing this or that not considered 
in the town’s interest. It gives me great 
pleasure this week to applaud the selectmen 
for not doing the easy thing and the political 
thing. They appointed a town counsel they 
really believe to be the most qualified.

Monday night, after interviewing three 
candidates for town counsel and working 
through a heavy agenda, the Board of 
Selectmen retired to executive (closed) 
session to come lo a decision. Prior to going 
into executive session, Chairman Arthur 
Dunbar emphasized the importance of 
executive session “because personalities 
would be involved.” 

Those present at the open meeting, in¬ 
cluding The Star reporter, adjourned to on 
adjacent corridor to await the decision.

6 FHA, VA Policies Helped 
Segregate The Poor, Blacks 9

Federal government policies are 
responsible for getting persons out of city 
rental units and into single-family dwellings 
in the suburbs. Prof. Alan H. Schechter of 
Wellesley College told a recent Winchester 
meeting. 

Tracing the history of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s housing policy since World War 2 . 
Schechter said that favorable treatment for 
the middle class homeowner contributed to 
the growth of single family ownership. 

He was appearing at a “Winchester 
Morning” in the evening last Wednesday at 
the new Lincoln School auditorium as one of 
three speakers. 

This Ihree-in-one package waB presented 
to the Winchester community by the Win¬ 
chester Wellesley Club in conjunction with the 
centennial celebration of WelleBley College. 

“Crisis In Suburban Housing” was the 
complex topic the three-man panel examined. 
Club president Mrs. John Hamilton in¬ 
troduced the panelists, Wellesley College 
faculty members Prof. Schechter and Jon 
Ellertson and Robert McKay, executive 
director of Citizens Housing and Planning 
Association for Metropolitan Boston. 

Schechter, chairman of Wellesley's, 
political science department, is in his second 
year of research on the political, legal and 
value conflicts in suburban housing. His own 
work is made possible by a grant from the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


Schechter acknowledged that the 250 hours 
per student spent in his seminar and in 
research and preparatory readings barely 
prepares the group to grapple with the 
physical issues as well as the many in¬ 
tangibles involved in providing decent 
housing to low and moderate income families 
“as a basic human right". 

Federal income tax deductions for mor¬ 
tgage interest and local property tax cost the 
federal government $10 billion revenue in 1972 
alone vs. $2.5 billion spent in 1972 on all 
welfare housing programs, he said. 

Schechter cited postwar Europe's housing 
programs as having put the middle class in 
city apartments. Europeans look with envy 
upon our “quality life" in the suburbs, he 
said. Moreover, despite the seemingly 
enormous tax burdens, "the United States has 
the lowest level of taxing for public spen¬ 
ding." 

"Local zoning,” according to Schechter 'is 
a state-imposed policy, not a constitutional 
right. As such it can therefore be taken 
away." The legality of local zoning rights was 
reconfirmed by a 5-4 Massachusetts Supreme 
Court decision upholding the Local Com¬ 
munities Act. 

While racially discriminatory zoning has 
been illegal since 1917, state and federal 
policies, in fact, legally upheld covenants for 
FHA and VA financed mortgages and loans 
(1930) which economically and politically 
segregated the poor and the blacks.

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In 196H I ho federal government took a 
positive anti-discriminatory stance and in the 
last decade the government, supported by the 
Supreme Court, has worked to limit the 
rights of suburbanites and to Improve and 
expand public housing programs-including 
rent subsidies, mortgage subsidies and now 
housing allowances, he cited. Construction of 
housing for the elderly, Schechter noted, "has 
been markedly successful in the suburbs." 

As executive director of Citizens Housing 
and Planning Association, Robert McKay 
feels his Red Feather agency’s first concern 
is "to provide decent housing to the poor of a 
community within that community." McKay 
queried, "Who has a right to live in your 
town?" 

Is it fair for the community’s elderly, the 
town civil servants or public services em¬ 
ployees, and young marrieds and post 
graduates to be exported to city apartments? 
he asked. 

McKay cited the median income in Win¬ 
chester today as between $11,000 and $ 12,000 
per annum. Yet using the FHA rule of thumb- 
a 2 to 1 ratio-on how much to spend a house in 
relation to annual Income, 50 per cent of the 
families in Winchester today could not find 
affordable housing if they weren’t here from 
an earlier period. 

Suburban towns must provide basic 
housing resources for our own community 
members instead of driving them out by 
skyrocketing land values, inflation and tax 
rates," stated McKay. 

McKay, who figured heavily in the draf¬ 
ting of Chapter 774 - the so-called “anti-snob 
zoning law” - defined its purpose: "to allow 
towns the opportunity to fulfill their own 
town'B needs for low and moderate Income 

housing." j

Ihe new government awareness of the housing 
crisis to the rising “quality or life" ex¬ 
pectations, rising self worth and particularly 
group identity. 

Controversial stances were taken by 
panelists in response to questions. Prof. 
Schechter expressed the view that no solution 
is possible to local low and moderate income 
housing needs without moving away from 
reliance on local property taxes. Particularly 
public school funding should be from state 
income taxes, not local taxes, he said. At 
present, however, Schechter noted, only 
Hawaii of all the states has adopted this 
approach to school costs. 

McKay blamed the failure of "infill"; the 


Boston subsidized housing program, on the 
‘‘doomed to failure" practice whereby 
government "piggybacks subsidies onto 
subsidies onto subsidies." Programs 
requiring the five subsidies such as supported 


“infill" to make up the monthly payment 
deficits were seen as designed to fill the 
pockets of the lawyers, bankers, builders, and 
bureaucrats creating and administering 
them, according to all the panelists.

Family Fire Drills 

This article is No. 2 In my 
series on fire prevention in the 
home. I have used the term 
"fire drills” because everyone 
no matter how old he may be 
will be familiar with it. 
Actually the term given the 
subject in many arons on the 
country is EDITH... 

Exit Drills In The Home. 

In a fire in the home, par¬ 
ticularly at night, you and your 
family may never get a second 
chance to get out. In other 
words, without prior family 
discussion and definite pre¬ 
planning for escape in case of 
fire,, someone in your family 
may perish needlessly!

Basic subjects to discus at 
your family fire drill meetings 
are the fact that there are two 
areas of escape from every 
room; the door or a window. 
There should be an established 
Fire Signal that is used only for 
fire drills or actual fires. This 
could be something as simple 
as a toy whistle or as 
sophisticated as a commercial 
alarm system, with sensitizers 
in each room. Whatever it is in 
your home, make sure 
everyone understands what it 
is, how it works and what to do 
when the signal is sounded. 
Make it a hard and fast rule 
that the signal is not used for 
any other purpose. 

Establish a safe meeting 
place in the event the family 
must leave the home in case of 
fire. Impress heavily on the 
mind of each family member 
that under no circumstances is 
he to return to the burning 
home once he is outside safely; 
remember, hot gases and 
smoke kill! 

If awakened In the night by 
smoke or flames, and the 
telephone is in the danger 
area, do not attempt to reach 
the phone to call the fire 
department. Leave by the 
quickest means available, 
after sounding the family fire 
alarm, and call the fire 
department from a neighbor’s 
home. Be sure you and the 
neighbor have the fire 
department telephone number 
posted on the phone! Your local 
fire station can provide a 
sticker with this information 

Sleep with the bedroom or 
hall doors closed. Doors can 
keep out deadly smoke, heat 
and gases. Temperatures of 
1,000 degrees are not un¬ 
common in home fires. Deadly 
gases often precede these fatal 
temperatures. 

If awakened by signs of a 
fire, feel your bedroom door 
before opening it! If it is hot do 
not open it. Leave by a window. 

If you find yourself trapped 
in a burning room, drop to the 
floor to make U9e of the 
available fresh air. Then, 
crawl to a safe exit. A coll of 
rope or ladder built onto the 
side of the house can provide a 


safe exit from an upstairs -««*n 

Above all, remember, 
statistics show that most fires 
start between midnight and 6 
n.m, when you are asleep and 
least prepared. Obviously this 
is no time to start giving your 
family instructions on how best 
to leave the home. Until each 
and every family member has 
instructions flrmiy in mind, I 
suggest you hold family 
meetir's for fire discussions. 
Make h mandatory that each 
family member be present 
nnd the ' v. and other 
distraction^ s,l,, nced. Go over 
exit procedures Arne and time 
again until everyone, even the 
very youngest, knows his 
escape route independent of 
the adults. Actually have fire 
drills, with each person 
starling from his own bed when 
the family alarm is sounded 
Teach all ,/oungsters 
the danger of tire and matches 
Lei them understand you are 
very serious about following 
the rules you have set forth. 

Never assume that someone 
else has called the fire 
department; small fires grow 
quickly into major disasters! 

Family fire drills will save 
lives, obviously. Isn't it worth 
the effort for your family’s 
safety?

(mv. Francis Sargent has signed into law a 
bill authored by Sen. John W. Bullock 
designed to protect consumers who require 
ihe services of financial institutions or at¬ 
torneys for the executive and administration 
of wills, estates or trusts for the management 
of property. 

This legislation, now Ch. 652 of the Acts of 
1973, has its greatest impact on banks, trust 
companies and individuals who act as 
fiduciaries and derive an annual income of 
over $25,000 for these services, according to 
Bullock. 

The law entitles customers who have 
entered into fiduciary agreements to full 
disclosure of certain Items such as fees and 
services and investments.

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Interviews, Hearing, Head 
Heavy Selectmen Schedule 


The Board of Selectmen worked paBt 
midnight Monday as they attended to a heavy 
agenda including interviewing three major 
town counsel candidates; approving the sum 
of $3,000 for maintenance of Lincoln School; 
having Paul Gangi withdraw a request for a 
second-hand motor vehicle license for 
operations at 4 Hill at.; and agreeing to focus 
special attention to parking problems around 
Winchester Hospital and lessening selectmen 
weekly docket Items to only those requiring 
discussion and or action. 

Selectmen interviewed attorneys Paul 
Amlco, Vincent Galvin and Douglas Randall 
for the permanent position of town counsel. 
The interviews, conducted in open session, 
asked each candidate why he wanted the 
post; to explain his experience and present 
position; to what degree would the town 
counsel position Interfere with present 
workloads; would each be available as legal 
backup at selectmen meetings; would they be 


satisfied with the Btipend offered the position; 
and, in the case of Randall, would he be 
willing to move to Winchester? 

The men were interviewed in alphabetical 
order. Each was given the opportunity to 
request executive session for any of the 
questions which might be posed. Each agreed 
to the openness of the interviews and ap¬ 
peared to answer questions freely. 

Amlco spoke of his “unique situation" 
having been a former elected official in 
Winchester with experience with the board 
and the late Leonard Mullen, former town 
counsel, whom he would attempt to emulate. 

He said he started to practice law In i960, 
has experience with corporate law, wills, real 
estate, municipal law, and has served in an 
advisory capacity in many legal instances. 

He noted that his availability to the town 
boards would be no problem, that he spends 
little time in lengthy court schedules these 
days, and he has “friends and contacts who

could take on extra work”that might come In 
his general practice. 

Galvin spoke of having interest In town 
government for many years, but In the early 
days he was just beginning his law practice 
and couldn’t afford the time; however now hls 
five children “were squared away" and his 
“law practice has developed where I can 
afford to do It.” 

Galvin said he has experience in the 
surety, fidelity and municipal areas of law 
along with general practice. He spoke of 
successful municipal experiences involving 
the towns of Millls and Sandwich and said he 
could bring to Winchester the services of his 
law firm including three senior partners, two 
junior members, a para-legal and three 
secretaries. He assured the selectmen that 
his days for running for a congressional office 
were over. 

Randall, who selectmen chose after 
meeting in executive session, gave a rundown 
of his professional career in the judicial field; 
said he planned to close his Quincy law office 
and reopen in Winchester if he was selected; 
noted he expected to allot 50 percent of his 
time to the town counsel position, and said “I 
feel I can add something to the professional 
standard of Winchester and that Winchester 
will add something to my professional 
stature." 

All three who were interviewed agreed to 
the stipend and felt that attendance at 
selectmen meetings on a weekly basis was 
important. 

The three, along with six others, originally 
on a list of IB4 collected by h town counsel 
selection committee headed by Edward 
Hicks, were passed on to selectmen recently 
for final consideration and selection. 

The six others included Kenneth F. Darcy 
of B Plymouth rd., Jerome V. Flanagan of 242 
Highland ave., Samuel Rotondi of 224 Forest 
st., Emldio DiLoreto of 93 Thornberry rd. and 
as a team, Lawrence M. Murray and Henry 
Quill, partners in the Winchester law firm of 
Murray & Quill. 

Article 5 of the warrant for the special 
town meeting, opening tonight, will ask town 
meeting members to transfer the control of 
the old Lincoln School building and site at 7 
Westley st. to the Board of Selectmen and to 
appropriate from available funds a sum of 
money to be expended by selectmen for 
temporary maintenance of the facilities until 
final determination pf the building is reached. 

Executive secretary Edward Donnelly 
told selectmen that $3,000 would be needed to 
secure the property during the interim 
period. He said It would cost $15 per window 
for 80 windows; $500 for draining matters; 
and that an additional contingency cost of 
$400 would be required to secure the total 
property. Selectmen approved Donnelly’s 
recommendation. 

Selectman John Sullivan who spoke with 
members of the Huusing Authority during the 
session, reported the old Authority hopes to 
have the Lincoln School property transferred 
to them for housing for the elderly. He said 
the Authority has not taken a final position on 
actual use of the school or if they will raze the 
building. They plan to seek architectural 
help. If rezoning at the special town meeting 
is not approved, they report they will lose 
their state funding. 

Selectmen scheduled a hearing Monday 
night to meet with Paul Gangi and James 
Seyboldt, partners in an auto repair business 
on Hill st. The partners requested a secon¬ 
dhand motor vehicle license for 4 Hill st. 

Alone, Gangi appeared before selectmen 
who said they would reluctantly deny the 
license request because the area has been one 


of problems recently and unless both Gangi 
and Seyboldt would adhere lo a restriction of 
no work between midnight and 7 a m., 
selectmen would anticipate continued 
complaints from neighbors. 

Mrs. Robert Sullivan, one of the com¬ 
plainants from the area, said she wouldn't 
want to see Gangi leave the Hill st. site but the 
noise through the night from the shop and the 
strong paint odor caused from “some kind of 
lacquer” were her major concerns. 

On the advice of Chairman Arthur Dunbar, 
Gangi withdrew his request. By doing so he 
would not have to wait an additional six 
months to resubmit a similar request for a 
Hill street or other location later. 

On the suggestion of police officer Robert 
Fisher and the recommendation of safety 
officer John W. McKinley and police chief 
Edward Bowler, selectmen agreed to extend 
a no parking restriction on Highland ave. at 
Fairmount st. another 10 feet in a southerly 
direction to discourage vehicle operators 
from parking at angles and on grassy areas 
and ultimately to improve safety. A “No 
Parking Here To Corner” sign will be located 
on the site. 

Dialogue among selectmen brought forth 
the idea that parking only on one side of the 
street might lessen the problem. Selectmen 
Vito Giarrizzo seemed lo feel that hospital 
visitors should park “one or two blocks away' 
all the way to Forest street if necessary. 

Selectman Sullivan said that hospital 
parking has been a problem for a long time 
and it’s time we "stopped biting the bullet, 
let’s face up lo it.” Selectman Lawrence 
Smith concurred and said “let’s build a fire 
under ourselves” and do something about it. 

Speaking about increased workloads in the 
selectmen’s office and a need for additional 
staff to carry out such work, Donnelly offered 
some possible solutions to alleviate problems 
which he and his staff are encountering. 

Suggestions accepted by the selectmen 
include: l) reducing the number of docket 
items to those requiring discussion and-or 
action by selectmen (At present many of the 
docket items are merely copies of letters, 
memos and or reports offered selectmen for 
informational purposes these will continue to 
ge given selectmen) to reduce the selectmen 
meeting permanent records to those of action 
required by statute (Ths selectmen said they 
would offer guidance to secretary Mrs. Hazel 
Maguire to help her know what to write and 
what is less important); to transfer from the 
reserve fund an amount not to exceed $700 for 
additional help (The selectmen voted on this 
motion offered by Smith with the un¬ 
derstanding that justification go to the 
finance committee); and to set up a schedule 
at town hall so that to certain functions, such 
as signing up for the draft, will be carried out 
on particular days of the week, thereby 
freeing office staff for other jobs on other 
days of the week. Notice would be publicized. 

In other business selectmen approved 
public amusement licenses to the Wyman and 
Lincoln Parents' Associations to present 
movies at the Lincoln School on Nov. 6, Dec. 4, 
Jan. 8 and Feb. 5 from 1-2:30 p.m. They will 
resubmit a request to the finance committee 
for a transfer of $5,346 to the engineering 
department budget; attempt to accept an 
p invitation from the Aberjona Post No. 3719 
and participate in Veterans’ Day festivities 
Oct. 22; suggest that contact the Winchester 
Historical Committee and local service 
organizations about the forthcoming bi-

"Bob, your statement does not 
make sense to me. Everybody I 
know believesln religion.

"Yes, Fred, most people do. 
There are, however, many reli¬ 
gions. From the following, which 
would you choose: Moham¬ 
medanism, Hinduism, Buddhism, 


Protestantism or Roman-Catholic¬ 
ism?" 

"Of course, I would choose my 
own.'' "Exactly, Fred, so did I, but 
regardless of how much I worked 
at it—that is, attended church, 
went through all the rituals and 
said prayers—I was still uncertain, 
I had no peace, no real joy or 
satisfaction, no assurance of 
Heaven. That's the reason I for¬ 
sook my religion and instead ac¬ 
cepted Christ as my Saviour.

Peace Group Shows 
Film Tonight On 
Vietnam Torture 

The public is invited by the Winchester 
Peace Committee to view the film “A 
Question of Torture" tonight at McCarthy 
Hall in St, Eulalia’s Church from 8-9 p.m, 

The program will be led bv Rev, Robert 
Manning, S.J., head chaplain of Holy Cross 
College. There will be a question and answer 
period and refreshments. 

Rev. Manning, together with Bishops 
Gumbleton of Detroit and Belanger of 
Quebec, visited South Vietnam fr m April in 
26 of thisyenr in a self-financed, investigatory 
effort to verify writings and statements 
pertaining to the treatment of prisoners. 

Though (hey were not permitted to visit 
the prisons they were in contact with families 
of prisoners and with released prisoners, The 
latter prisoners had totally paralyzed legs ns 
a result of their incarcerations. The released 
prisoners were re-arrested within four hours 
of the interview, the bishops report. 

“A Question of Torture" is a one-half hour 
British documentary, filmed last April and 
broadcast to the British public in May. 
Despite efforts by the American Friends 
Service Committee, the film has not lo dote 
been accepted by any television network in 
the United States,

themselves with the uses being made of their 
tax dollars in South Vietnam for two reasons. 

"Those with a spurk of humanity might 
wish lo express to their legislators disap¬ 
proval of their monies being utilized thus;

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Rockets Sink 
Sachems, 23-6

Three weeks ago Saturday the Winchester 
football team downed the Red Raiders of 
Melrose 27-24 in a game which was hailed by 
experts as one of the sensational games in 
recent schoolboy sports history. The Sachems 
went BO yards to score with 43 seconds left to 
play. But From that point on the Marshallmen 
Have been in a steady decline, which reached 
its lowest point in Saturday’s game with 
Reading. 

The visitors rallied from a 6-0 deficit to 
forge a 23-6 triumph in which the Sachems 
were completely outplayed after the first 
three minutes. This marked the first game in 
the last six seasons in which the Winchester 
team was so hopelessly out of contention by 
the middle of the third period that they 
couldn't stage a comeback. 

F The early loss of tri-captain Rudy Fiore 
and rangy end Chip Roche stalled the offense 
ip the Watertown loss, but the defensive line 
was superb as it halted the league leaders on 
five occasions inside the 20-yard line before 
the Raiders pushed across the winning score 
late in the final period. 

The win at Burlington by 23-6 was ex¬ 
pected But as indicated in last week's report 
the Sachem effort would probably have 
produced a defeat against any team but the 
cellar-dwelling Devils. 

Winchester broke out fast against Reading 
and took less than four minutes to post six 
points, with Tim Porter galloping 42 yards for 
the score. The try for points by rush failed, 
though at this point it seemed unimportant. 
But the comparatively light Rockets, who 
played a scoreless draw with the Tanners and 
had practically no offensive power, had come 
to Manchester Field to play football. 

They brought a large and vocal cheering 
delegation and once their team got rolling 
they had plenty to cheer about. They main¬ 
tained ball control over most of the remaining 
37 minutes as they rolled up 23 points and 14 
first downs while keeping the Winchester 
offense scoreless and limiting them to four 
widely scattered first downs. 

Their barks ripped the supposedly solid 
Sachem forward wall for yardage in large 
chunks. The futility of the defense was 
shown by the statistic that the defensive line 
contributed only a total of 11 tackles In the 
whole game. 

Pete Emery had five of these tackles and a 
pair of assists. Tri-captain Charlie Deroo had 
eight tackles and one assist. John Carzo had 
seven and one, Marc Cullen had four and one, 
Carl Mayer had three and three, Albie Cor- 
dice had four and three, and trl-captain Rudy 
Fiore had three and two. All of these played 
as line backers or defensive backs. 

So the line backers were forced to do the 
stopping of the Rocket ball toters rather than 
the defensive line. By far the busiest and most 
effective Sachem was the smallest. Vin 
Palumbo, weight 140 and height just about 
five feet six inches, played both ways. Besides 
His offensive contributions he made no less 
tian eight tackles and one pbbs Interception. 

I Four of the tackles were open-field ones, 
as Vin relentlessly pursued the ball carrier 
who had broken into the clear and was 
headed for the Winchester goat. But for his 
■desire and persistence the Reading score 
would have reached well into the thirties. 

It is easy to write the account of a game in 
which the home team wins, or plays effective 
football against stern opposition. It is quite 
another thing when they lose and play a 
t sluggish and mistake filled game. The offense 
has been only spotty since the big win at 
i Melrose, but its total collapse is hard to ex¬ 
plain. The defensive line was great against 
Watertown, slipped in spots against 
{Burlington, but where were they in the 
Reading game? 

This was not a case of being outplayed by a 
bigger opponent, but rather a situation In 
which they were beaten to the charge by a 
group that was really up for this game and 
would take nothing less than a victory. 

Coach John Hollingsworth's team received 
the kickoff and Gerard Wallace ran it out 
from the 15 to the 27. Gene Garneau broke 
through and dumped Greg Tallent for a loss of 

II after a flat pass had failed to click. 

Tallent tried again, but this time Chip 

Roche halted him after an advance of two. 
Reading punted and the ball rolled dead at the 
Winchester 46. On fourth down, Fiore made a 
! first down at the Rocket 45. The next play was 
a broken one but Tim Porter took off to his left 
and galloped all the way to score the touch¬ 
down for Winchester. The try for point waB 
halted by the Btubborn Reading line. 

This was actually the point where the 
Sachems started downhill. Tom Hunt took the 
kickoFf at the 15 and raced to the 35 before he

was nailed by George McHugh. Mark Harris 
ran into Charlie Deroo and Vin Palumbo for a 
gain of one. Bob Fallon broke through the line 
and made seven more before Tim Porter 
stopped him. 

Tallent carried for a first down at the 
Rocket 46. Deroo halted him on the next play, 
and a pass dropped incomplete. Tom Dwyer 
heaved to rangy David Herrok and the 
visitors had a first down at the 27. Failing to 
gain, Reading reached deep into its bag of 
tricks for a halfback pass which started with 
a lateral pitchout and then came a long bomb. 
Vin Palumbo grabbed the pigskin inside the 
10 -yard line to halt the threat. 

Tim Porter made five but Winchester 
could make no more. Mark Cullen punted to 
midfield. The first play found the line giving 
way for a seven-yard advance which set up a 
first down by Harris at the 30, where Rudy 
Fiore belted him down. Dwyef, attempting to 
pass, was trapped, and when he tossed the 
pigskin to an ineligible receiver, Reading lost 
five yards. An aerial was completed by Ken 
Hollingsworth at the 18 as the period ended. 

This drive fizzled out and the Sachems 
took over at the 10. Their offense failed to 
click and Cullen punted. Once again Reading 
roared back and made another first down at 
the 18. Harris smashed through the line on the 
next play and Albie Cordice finally hit him at 
the five, for another first down. Bob Fallon 
plunged through to just inches shy of the goal 
and scored on the next play. Ken 
Hollingsworth, rangy but light, son of the 
Reading coach, booted the extra point for a 7- 
6 lead, which they never were to relinquish. 

Rudy Fiore took the kickoff, juggled it 
enroute, but finally ran it out from the 15 to 
the visitors 1 43. A pass to Chip Roche brought 
a first down at the 26, followed by another toss 
by Mike Heffernan, this time to Flore for 
another first down at the 16. The Sachems ran 
out of steam and on furth down ended up at 
the Rocket 10-yard line with only 1:02 left In 
the first half. 

Reading did not sit on the ball to await half 
time. On the first play, Greg Tallent was off 
and away for a 35-yard spurt, with Vin 
Palumbo getting him from behind at the 45. 
Dwyer now started to heave long passes and 
missed on the first one. Dave Herook leaped 
high in the air, surrounded by Winchesterites, 
but the Rocket end grabbed It for another first 
down at the 10, 

With time running out, Ken Hollingsworth 
split the uprights from the 17-yard line and 
the fired up Reading Leamleft the field at half 
time with a 10-6 lead, 


Winchester started off fast in the second 
half, with Rudy Flore running from the 10 to 
the 28 before he ran into one of his own 
teammates. He made three, and then Hef¬ 
fernan passed to Elliott Miller for a first down 
at the 44. Another pass failed, the Sachems 
lost 15 for holding, and Vin Palumbo made 
seven. The next passing attempt was co plete, 
but to the wrong man. 

Reading's captain Paul Clemens caught It 
cleanly and raced the 50 yards to pay dirt. To 
complete this major break, Hollingsworth’s 
placement hit the cross bar squarely in the 
middle and bounced over to make it Reading 
17 to the Sachems 6, 

Unable to gain after the next kickoff, 
Winchester punted to the Reading 42. Mark 
Harris made five yards on a badly missed 
Winchester tackle. Tom Hunt picked up tow, 
with Phil O'Connell making the stop. On the 
next play the Rocket carrier was away. Vin 
Palumbo collared him from behind for a first 
down at the 19. 

Harris and Hunt combined for a first down 
at the five. Moments later Tom Hunt was In 
the end zone with six more points for Reading 
and when the try by Hollingsworth was wide, . 
it was Reading 23, Winchester 6. 

Early in the fourth period, the Rockets 
reached the Winchester 30, but lost the ball. 
The Sachem attack could not get rolling, and 
Marc Cullen punted. The pigskin was fumbled 
by the receiver and when the pile was un¬ 
scrambled Albie Cordice and Jeff Christensen 
both seemed to have a hand on It. But It was 
now late, reserves studded the Sachem 
lineup, and the game dragged to its unhappy 
ending without any major developments.

Common Cause Mbbsb 
chusetts (CCM) commended 
the Massachusetts legislature 
for its actions in two areas 
recently. 

The State Senate passed a 
strong public records bill and 
the House Rules Committee 
approved legislation to create 
a 25-member citizens com¬ 
mittee on legislative reform. 
Both bills are being supported 
by CCM. 

The public records bill, 
modeled after the federal 
Freedom of Information Act, 
was filed by Rep. John A. 
Buslnger (D-Brookline). This 
legislation, which has already 
passed the house, was 
strengthened by the Senate. 

The bill classifies govern¬ 
ment records as public except 
for obvious exemptions such as 
records involving Individuals. 
The bill also establishes a 
method for a citizen to seek 
Judicial relief when denied 
public records. 

The legislation to establish a 
committee on legislative 
reform is a recommendation of 
the National Citizens Con¬ 
ference on State Legislatures. 
Since 1965, 28 states have used 
the citizens committee 
proposal as a vehicle for 
legislative modernization. 

In endorsing the proposal, 
Peter Keyes, legislative 
director for CCM, said: "It is 
the hope of CCM that this 
citizens committee will prove 
to be constructive. Common 
Cause looks forward to 
cooperating in every way 
possible wih the citizens 
Committee."

At long last Winchester’s dog pound is now 
actually in the works with plans 90 per cent 
complete. Stray dogs will be sheltered there 
for five days. (The new Btate law has now 
unfortunately reduced the time impounded 
dogs are held from 10 days to 5 days owners 
should start checking on their missing pets 
immediately.) 

The new dog pound will be equipped wfth 
the necessary heat, light, and water. A pit¬ 
ched floor will facilitate draining of water to 
the sewer. Runs will accommodate eight to 10 
dogs and portable cages will be available for 
isolating sick animals. 

Dog officer Domonic Molea, who has put 
much time and effort in jo these plans, thanks 
Town Engineer John Clarcla for Mb con¬ 
siderable help. 

Molea asks Winchester pet owners to 
observe the leash law. Dogs in Winchester do 
have some freedom. Don’t let your dog 
follow the children to school, don’t let him 
annoy the neighbors . Confine your female dog 
In heat or, better still, get her spayed. 
Females may be spayed between 5Vi and 6 
months and the younger the animal, the 
easier the operation is on her. 


Authority Lists 
Requirements For 
Elderly Housing 

The following statement on eligibility 
requirements for elderly housing was issued 
recently by the members of the Winchester 
Housing Authority board: 

The Winchester Housing Authority in 
conjunction with the director of Community 
Affairs is planning and constructing homes 
especially designed for the comfort, con¬ 
venience and safety of persons 64 years of age 
and older. 

The authority is providing modern liveable 
homes at a rental they can afford. The 
program is made possible by the state 
guarantee of notes or bonds of housing 
authorites under which these homes are 
constructed and by the subsidy paid by the 
state toward the necessary rental to carry the 
program. 

Briefly we will try to answer such 
questions as the purpose of the program, who 
is eligible, where does one make application 
and who selects applicants for occupancy of 
these homes 

PURPOSE 

There are In Massachusetts today many 
persons 65 years of age and over, and this 
number Is increasing yearly. Many of these 
people are on limited income and cannot 
afford the type of housing best suited for their 
needs and therefore are living under unsafe 
and sub-standard housing conditions. 

•This has prompted the state to go forward 
with a housing program exclusively for 
persons 65 years of age and over who do not 
have the financial means of obtaining good 
housing. 

ADMINISTRATION 

This housing program is administered in 
the local community by your housing 
authority and that authority Is responsible 
within eligibility requirements as defined In 
the law, for the selection of the tenants. Not 
all desiring or possibly needing this housing 
will be selected as those living under the 
worst housing conditions and of the lowest 1 
income will have preference. 

ELIGIBILITY REQUIREMENTS 

To be eligible for this housing a person 
must meet the following requirements: 

1. A person must be 65 years of age or over 
(single Individuals living alone or couples are 
eligible). 

2. A person must be a citizen of the United 
States (except an alien who has served in the 
Armed Forces of the United States and who 
has been honorably discharged and provided 
application has been made for citizenship and 
aliens eligible to receive old age assistance). 

3. A person must be of low income. In 
general the annual income of a single in¬ 
dividual not to exceed $3,500 (from all 
sources) and the annual income of a couple 
not to exceed $4,000 (from all sources). 

4. A person must be in need of good 
housing 

Dwellings are planned for single and 
double occupancy. Dwellings for two persons 
may be occupied by the following com¬ 
binations. 

a. a married couple 

b. two men or two women 

c. a brother and sister 

d. In some instances an elderly tenam 165 
years or over) and a non-elderly person 
provided that person is necessary for the 
physical well being of the elderly person and 
is of low income. 

All those who have written letters of ap¬ 
plication to the Winchester Housing Authority 
will soon be receiving an application. The 
authority must have a letter on file in order to 
receive an application. If you have written 
some time ago do not write another letter.

Police Arrest 
Man At Gunpoint 


Winchester police, at midnight Tuesday 
arrested at gunpoint the operator of a van 
which tipped over on the Mystic Valley park¬ 
way after being chased by Stoneham police. 

John Jordan, whom Stoneham police say is 
an escapee from the Billerica House of 
Correction, was arraigned Wednesday noon 
at Woburn District Court on the following 
charges; 

Speeding, possession of burglary tools, 
operating under the influence of alcohol and 
no operator’s license in possession, Those 
charges were brought by Stoneham police. 
Winchester police Lt. John P. McHugh said 
the Winchester department may bring other 
charges. 

Stoneham police say the van which the 
suspect was driving was observed in 
Stoneham and refused to stop for an officer. 

Officers chased the truck into Winchester 
and down Highland avenue and then over to 
the parkway, where it reportedly failed to 
make a U-turn at the corner of the parkway 
and Washington street. 

Stoneham police in pursuit said two males 
ran from the van after it landed on its side. 

During the next 15 minutes there were 
reports from police and residents that one of 
the suspects was seen climbing over a fence 
at 190 Mystic Valley pkwy.. another that a 
male was heading up Myrtle street. 

A number of Winchester officers were 
dispatched to the parkway area. Around 
midnight Officer Franklin Bartlett on patrol 
at 145 Washington st. stopped a male walking 
on the sidewalk. 

Bartlett said he was cut on the face and 
bleeding and matched the description of one 
suspect. 

The suspect was arrested and turned over 
to the Stoneham police, who say Jordan 
escaped from Billerica July 21. 

The other man who reportedly fled from 
the van was not apprehended.

Winchester Demands: 6 Resign Or ... 5

Winchester Tuesday morning felt President 
Nixon should come clean on the issue of the 
Watergate tapes or resign. 

Falling his resignation, many felt the 
President should be impeached. 

The Star interviewed about 20 persons on 
and near the Winchester railroad station. 

Although most of those interviewed were 
reluctant to support impeachment, everyone 
agreed that he had gone too far in firing 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox, thereby causing 
the resignation of Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson. 

Most persons interviewed praised 
Richardson. “The only honest person down 
there," commented one Jerry Pecknell, a 
resident of Winchester, said about Richard¬ 
son, "1 hate to see him resign. Like most 
people I'm upset over what has happened." 

Pecknell said that before impeachment 
proceedings begin he would rather see what 
the outcome of the Watergate tape sum¬ 
maries will be. He was referring to a com¬ 
promise made by Nixon and the Watergate 
committee to have the tapes "summarized" 
by Sen. John Stennis, a Democrat. 

Frank Curtis of 18 Myrtle st. cautiously 
stated that he would like to hear some "ex¬ 
planation" from Nixon about the tapes. He 
went on to describe the issue as a "kind of 
mystical thing" referring to the lack of in¬ 
formation coming from the White House, 

On impeachment, Curtis replied that he 
didn’t like seeing a breakdown in the rights of 
a President, but felt that if the tapes show him 
guilty of wrongdowing Nixon should be im¬ 
peached. 

Joe Crowe, a clerk in Boston, defended

Richardson, commenting, "After all, it was 
agreed when he became A.G. that he would 
have full control over the investigation on 
Watergate. Mr. Richardson did the right 
thing by resigning." 

He viewed the compromise as 
"inadeauate" because the courts hove or- 
dered that Nixon give up the tapes. Crow«. 
concluded, "It should go to the Supreme Court 
for a decision." 

An elderly lady, who wished to remain 
“unamed," agreed with others interviewed 
that he should go, but in the interest of the 
country, should resign. She said she was 
"very sad" over the President’s recent 
behavior. 

A younger lady replied, “I don’t care how 
they do it, as long as they get rid of him. He's 
a disgrace!" 

Phil Manty, a local resident, commented 
"Cox was only doing his job, He was pushing 
too hard in Nixon’s opinion, so Nixon fired 
him. I would have resigned loo. if I were 
Richardson.” 

Manty said he hoped the Sirica ruling on 
contempt against Nixon would be for¬ 
thcoming. "If Nixon defies Sirica’s order ... 
he should be impeached." 

Lilly Gordon of Bedford responded this 
way: "Emotionally. I think he should be 
impeached. Rationally, I think we should 
investigate him first." 

Interviewed at the bus station was Bar¬ 
bara Mitchell of Winchester, who stated, "Cox 
seems likep very, very honest type of person, 
not a politician. And I think it's disgraceful 
that both he and Richardson had to leave. It 
was their integrity that made them leave.” 

On the tape summaries Miss Mitchell felt 
that they would be invalid because "they 
ignore the principle of separation of powers." 
She ended the interview by saying, "If Nixon 
doesn't abide by the law, then he will have to

Town meeting has voted 68 to 58 in favor of 
eliminating from the proposed new zoning by¬ 
law provisions for construction of garden 
apartments. That action came last Thursday. 
The meeting reconvened on Tuesday and by a 
vote of 95 to 84 failed to muster the necessary 
two-thirds’ vote to reconsider its Thursday 
action. 

Thus if the meeting at a subsequent 
session goes on to finally approve the Plan¬ 
ning Board’s recommended new zoning by¬ 
law, there will be no provisions for con¬ 
struction of garden apartments. 

According to board member William 
Holland, the new by-law would lack 
regulations' for elderly housing and if a 
proposal for such housing at the old Lincoln 
School comes before the town certain ex¬ 
traordinary steps would have to be taken. 

First, a town meeting would have to vote to 
establish regulations relating to such things 
as height of buildings and number of units per 
acre. Then a two-thirds' vote of a town 
meeting would be required to approve the 
project. 

If the present special town meeting goes on 
to vote down the new by-law construction of 
elderly housing would come under presently 
exisiting regulations. 

The debate on the new by-law so far has 
been limited to a number of amendments 
proposed by Robert C. Ericson and Alice K. 
Mirak, Prec. 4 TMMs. 

"We are not against the enactment of the 
by-law,” Ericson told town meeting. "But we 
are aware that zoning must provide for the 
needs of the people who live in Winchester." 

He said he is opposed to garden apart¬ 
ments in residential areas, Debate became 
intensely emotional, with speaker after 
speaker pleading to keep Winchester the way 
It is. 

Planning Board chairman Otto E. 
Schaefer said, "We believe good apartment 
regulations will keep Winchester the kind of 
town lt is. A lot of us have friends who live in 
apartments here and they’re not such bad 
people." 

Arthur E. Dunbar, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, argued that enactment of the 
zoning by-law without the Ericson amend¬ 
ment will not guarantee garden apartments. 
Town meeting approval would still be 
required before garden or any other type of 
apartments could be built. 

The selectmen voted 3-2 against the 
amendment. Selectman John J. Sullivan, 
giving the minority position, said, "We don't 
feel an obligation to rezone land for 
developers who feel it is uneconomic to 
develop land for single-family usage." 

He added that the character of the town “is 
largely due to being single residentially 
zoned; that’s why property values are high." 

Prec. 3 TMM Patricia Wells noted that not 
all elderly are eligible for low-income public 
housing. She asked the members "not to close 
out” multiple housing. 

Passage of the amendment removes from 
the stilt-to-be enacted by-law a provision 
which would have allowed construction of 
"groups of apartment houses of various types 
arranged on large lots to provide develop¬ 
ments compatible with adjacent residential 
neighborhoods.” A minimum of 120,000 
square footage would have been required. 

Tuesday's town meeting rejected two 
other motions by Ericson and Mirak: to 
remove planned residential developments 
and cluster developments. 

Still to be acted on by this town meeting 
are changes in zoning for land on Main st. and 
Rangelcy rd. for apartment construction. 

Debate on reconsideration Tuesday took 
nearly two hours and covered many of the 


arguments taken up Thursday. TMM Kenpeth 
Trevett said, "State and federal courts in the 
last 10 years have said It's unconstitutional to 
ban apartments." 

He added that even if the state's anti-sriob 
zoning statute <Ch. 774) were voted out, 
"there are court actions which would have a 
negative effect on the town." He urged the 
meeting to approve reconsideration so it 
could reject the amendment and thus pass a 
by-law which controls construction. 

Planning Board member Ganson Taggart 
said the by-law without the amendment would 
give the town better protection because lt has 
the added feature of requiring site-plan ap¬ 
proval. "Chapter 774 lets the developer 
override controls. We could have a Parkview 
on Rangeley." 

Ericson asked town counsel Douglas 
Randall if it’s possible to adopt another 
amendment providing for such controls. 
Randall said yes. 

TMM Arthur J. Hewis Jr. said Chapter 774 
is not relevant because "the proposal for West 
Side Hill is for high-rise luxury con¬ 
dominiums" and not for low-income housing.

Frederick D. Herberich, chairman of the 
Board of Appeal, said he was speaking as a 
resident in urging reconsideration. He 
praised the proposed by-law as one of the best 
in the state. 

“It was suggested at the last meeting that 
when a person buys a house in a single 
residential district, he has an inalienable 
right for that neighborhood to remain 
residential. That’s not so." Herberich said 
that the town and the legislature have the 
right to create special or new uses for neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Sarah R. Cincotta of Prec. 4 took Ihe 
microphone to say that passage of the by-law 
without the amendment will open "endless 
possibilities to developers." She said that 
except for Stetson Hail, all apartments In 
Winchester are listed in the assessor's office 
as being located in commercial areas "and 
that’s where they belong.” 

The selectmen voted 3-1 in favor of 
reconsideration, which failed by 11 votes. 

The meeting rejected an amendment 
which would have eliminated planned 
residential developments. These are defined 
as single houses, town houses and garden 
apartments of six units an acre on 20 acres or 
more of land. 

Mrs. Mirak said its goal is "more people 
on less land. .. It opens up tremendous areas 
of town." 

Schaefer said the proposed density is half 
that of garden and the concept has been 
successfully carried out elsewhere, par¬ 
ticularly with regard to condominiums.

The meeting also rejected an amendment 
to exclude from the new by-law cluster 
housing— groups of single family houses,

The Board of Selectmen and the Water 
and Sewer Department have been alerted by 
Planning Board Chairman Otto E. Schaefer 
Jr. that the Woburn Planning Board is con¬ 
sidering changing the Blueberry Hill district 
on the Wlnchester-Woburn line from an in¬ 
dustrial to apartment. 

Schaefer said such development should be 
watched closely by all town agencies in¬ 
volved. 

In a written communication to selectmen, 
Schaefer pointed out that an apartment 
district would allow 190 units to the acre; that 
there is a total of 37 acres under one owner¬ 
ship though the proposal presently involves 
about 10 acres; and there’s some indication 
that the site would require water or sewer 
services from Winchester. 

The traffic generated by such a develop¬ 
ment would be the chief concern, Schaefer 
notes. He said Ihe Winchester Planning 
Board has urged the Woburn Planning board 
to give serious consideration to a "much 
lower density district if any kind of apartment 
zoning is recommended for the area," and to 
give high priority to development of an ex¬ 
tension of Holton street through to Montvale 
avenue.

Schaefer's concern about traffic is also felt 
by Winchester residents in the Holton, East 
and Cross streets area who speak of trucks 
turning the area Into a speedway. 

The Winchester Planning Board has 
recommended a roadway from Holton st, Into 
Draper st. to Montvale ave, may be con- 
strucred as a positive approach to solving the 
problem. 

lt is reported that Woburn officials feel 
this concept is unsuitable because the 
railroad bridge over Montvale avenue cannot 
landle the heavy trucking. The state is said 
to be reconstructing two other bridges in' 
Woburn in poorer condition than the Montvale 
bridge but funds are not available for further 
reconstruction. 

Winchester’s town engineer John Clarcia 
suggests contacting the state to request funds 
for the Montvale bridge. 

Ciarcla also reports there appears to be a 
willingness on the part of Woburn officials to 
cooperate and communicate with Winchester 
on matters pertaining to the individual 
communities. 

Chief of Police Edward F. Bowler notes that 
traffic problems cannot be dealt with through 
local measures. He says state action or town- 
city cooperation is needed. Suggestions along 
this line have been made by safety officer 
John McKinley to the Board of Selectmen. 

On receipt of Schaefer’s memo, selectmen 
decided to contact the Woburn mayor and ask 
for commenta from the town counsel and the 
Water and Sewer Board.

simplicity. The result, says 
Mrs. Boyack, "is a joyful and 
challenging atmosphere In 
which everyone is important, 
not just the physically strong, 
and self-realization through 
physical activities can come to 
everyone, not Just the 
athletically gifted.” 

Mtb . Boyack calls her 
method of teaching "guided 
discovery.” She feels that most 
exercise programs aren’t 
interesting and compares the 
effect of doing sit-ups to 
teaching reading by having 
children read the same sen¬ 
tence fifty times. 

In addition, many programs, 
spurred on by standards 
prepared in Washington, 
"make the children do too 
much too fast.” She feels that 
the acquisition of physical 
fitness is a natural and gradual 
process which can and should 
begin with the very young. 
Learning to be “in touch” with 
their bodies will better prepare 
the children for participation in 
specific sports later on, Mrs. 
Boyack asserts. 

Mrs. Boyack began her 
training in Germany. Since her 
return to the U.S. she has been 
active in teaching movement 
education, gymnastics, and 
women's physical fitness. 

A frequent lecturer on her 
philosophy and methods, she 
has also taught numerous 
workshops for teachers in area 
schools and YMCAsa.

On Bicentennial 


Historical Group Reports: 
‘Support Woburn’s Projects’ 


The following article 
addressed to the Board of Selectmen was 
written by Don R. Brown on behalf of the 
Winchester Historical Commission. 


In a letter to the executive secretary to the 
commission dated March 20 we (as the town's 
Historical Commission) were requested to 
"..’determine how Winchester might benefit 
in organizing any special projects to com¬ 
memorate the country’s bicentennial (1976)." 

We wish now, both as a group and as town 
residents, to reply to the March request. It is 
our hope that this communication will 
stimulate the beginning of a townwide 
discussion leading to the formulation of a 
meaningful bicentennial program, one which 
flows from collective Input. 

BACKGROUND 

In the hope that our thinking will en¬ 
courage other ideas, we believe that the 
bicentennial may really amount to two years 
of commemoration—1975 and 1976. While the 
former marks the 125th anniversary of our 
community as Winchester, the latter involves 
the official bicentennial of these United 
States. (Winchester was then South Woburn.) 

From an historical point of view, we sense,, 
as a commission, the need to perhaps 
remember both eras, one which begins in 1850 
(coincident with the industrial revolution and 
the building of our present day railroad 
suburb of Winchester) and one which recaQs 
our earlier heritage on the occasion of the 
nation's 200th birthday. 

For the sake of further discussion we chose 
to examine in greater detail the second-year 
program. 

PROLOGUE: 1075 

For 1975, in the spirit of the bicentennial, it 
might be very appropriate to focus on the 
125th anniversary of Winchester. Con¬ 
structive criticism could be served by in¬ 
volved citizens’ participation. 

Let there be games and parades, fairs and 
festivals, conferences and commerce. Let 
history be served by perhaps providing a 
permanent climate-controlled system of 
document preservation for the Historical 
Society, by reissuing an updated version of 
the town’s history. 

Perhaps a medal, stamps and other items 
of commemoration could be Issued through 
public subscription. The suggestion of con¬ 
sidering reserving a plot as a town arboretum 
(a commemorative park) seems a promising 
one. Us value as an a educational enhan¬ 
cement to our physical setting reinforces the 
need to use the occasion for permanent 
program development so that were ” “left 
with something after 1975.” 

The possible development of bikenature 
trails, the establishing of a bicentennial 
program to replace trees destroyed by an 
nverzealous street salting program and 
similar activities all represent positive 
physical techniques of celebration. 

Let the catch phrase “the future Is now” 
be served by a new wider awareness of our 
town’s traditions. Perhaps there could be a 
series of programs developed and moderated 
by our school children to treat in depth topics 
relating to the use of our human and natural 
town resources. 

To this last suggestion, it might be ap¬ 
propriate to consider a new kind of town 
history one * which might be prepared as a 
film for continuing use beyond 1075 In our 
schools, churches, adult education programs, 
library and for new settlers. 

Let 1975 be considered as a time to betler 
understand and to critically improve Win¬ 
chester.

regard, one which will direct our attention 
beyond just ourselves and our problems. In 
the spirit of self-enlargement, of self- 
improvement, our individual gifts to the 
country must depend on our own perception of 
the human and physical environment which 
we identify with home, work, school, church, 
play, etc. 

The year 1976 is a moment of unique 
celebration; it represents a new kind of 
commemorative opportunity. Perhaps 
Benjamin Franklin's admonition is most 
appropriate: We must all hang together or we 
will all hang separately. Could we not at least 
consider our heritage (as South Woburn) and 
join forces with other neighboring com¬ 
munities in support of the signal opportunity 
to partially restore America’s first drawn 
canal, the Middlesex? 

This working and nationally significant 
project includes restoration of a barge at full 
working scale for actual use, as well as the 
refurbishment of the Baldwin Mansion and 
the canal right-of-way adjacent to it. 

In the view of our commission, any effort 
which will draw together inter community 
support will strengthen chances for 
meaningful restoration of this unique 
American first. As South Woburn we suggest 
aiding North Woburn; perhaps some will view 
this idea as radical, costly and complicated, 
and they would be right on all countB. 

But the spirit of revolution can also be so 
described and justified because of the 
rightness of its objectives; for in assisting as 
South Woburn with the business of canal 
restoration we will be supporting a New 
England first, something which should work 
powerfully to help educate young and old 
alike to the heritage and the perspective 
enjoyed by Americans of an earlier dynamic 
water highway period. 

Certainly, the home of the founder of 
American civil engineering, the namesake of 
the Baldwin Apple and the architect of the 
Middlesex Canal is worthy of our attention. 
The Baldwin Mansion is situated by the side 
of a working portion of the canal, rendering it 
ideal for use as a collection point for canal 
information and artifacts. 

The Rum ford fireplaces, the federal 
detailing and Rte. 128 nearby support our 
belief that the mansion is the Blngle most 
nationally significant structure In either 
north or south Woburn. 

Precious little of the canal remains. But 
what does represents a joint opportunity for 
basic environmental enhancement, education 
and enjoyment. The readily accessible 
Baldwin section is the kind of project which 
the Spirit of '70 ought to evoke in each of us. 


At last Thursday's town meeting, 
moderator Raymond J. Kenney Jr. asked the 
new town counsel, Douglas Randal), to step 
forward to be sworn into office. 

Kenney wasn’t even able to finish his 
sentence before being informed by the 
selectmen that their appointment of Randall 
was provisional on his moving into Win¬ 
chester from Quincy and Randall, therefore, 
is still a special town counsel. 

So much for that. Let's all hope the Ran¬ 
dall family quickly finds a house to their 
liking in town. As special town counsel, the 49- 
year-oid specialist In municipal law charges 
Winchester $40 an hour for the time he spends 
on town business. 

Since appointment as special counsel in 
June, Randall has submitted bills totalling 
$6,770. 

Maybe some of our loquacious town 
meeting members will remember that when 
they get up to speak next time. Every hour 
Mr. Randall sits there listening to the same 
arguments over and over again, it’s costing 
you and me $40 an hour. (Thank heaven TMM 
Arthur Hewis had laryngitis this week The 
town would have gone broke.) 

Randall receives two checks from the town 
every month. One check is for routine ex¬ 
penses such as talking over the telephone with 
department heads and the other is for other 
than routine business such as advising the 
Planning Board on how covenants should be 
drawn. 

He gets paid at the same $40 hourly rate 
for both types of expenses. 

While his rate of pay seems to many of us 
excessive, we shouldn’t forget that Randall in 
turn must pay for Uie upkeep of his office in 
Quincy. 

The acting counsel will be eligible for 
retirement in four years since he has put 16 
years Into the municipal contributory 
retirement system in Quincy. 

Town comptroller Jim Costello explained 
for us that Randall paid five percent of his 
salary over the years toward this retirement 
and Quincy the rest. 

If he chooses to retire from Winchester 
employment in 1977, this town won’t pay all of 
that 95 percent. In fact, Costello says, Quincy 
will have to come up with its proportionate 
share based on Randall’s length of service In 
that city. 


We’ve been asked about tax abatements 
for the elderly. Here's the story as given to us 
by Ethel Cassidy in the Assessor’s Office. 

If you are 70 years of age or older as of 
Jan. 1 and live in the residence for which you 
are requesting an abatement, you may be 
eligible. Income of a husband and wife 
together can’t exceed $7,000 and value of real 
and personal property can’t exceed $45,000. If 
you qualify you can get a $350 deduction on 
your Winchester property tax. 

For a single person over 70, maximum 
income level is $ 6,000 and value of real and 
personal property $40,000 to qualify for a $175 
abatement. 

There are also abatements for veterans 
with a 10 percent disability ($175) and for 
blind persons, increased recently from $350 to 
$437. Winchester has half a dozen persons 
applying for blind abatements. 


Phyllis Knopf of the Environmental 
Protection Association reminds residents that 
the recycling bin at the town incinerator for 
cans is for empty cans.

They are to be praised for that. I only wish 
they would open their neighborhoods a little 
bit so other people can enjoy the advantages 
of this town as they do. 


Bill Holland of the Planning Board thinks 
Winchester is a prime target for more anti- 
snob zoning action considering the town 
meeting’s anti-apartment tenor. 

Holand described himself to us as a con¬ 
servative but said we can’t go on excluding 
people from the town. That's the key word to 
Holland —people. 

Rep. Harrison Chadwick also mentioned 
the proposed new by-law during a recent 
conversation and said about it, "I think the 
people in this town are very, very confused."

Winchester by and large didn't like 
those moves. 

We don't conduct many of these man-in- 
the-street stories; thiB was the third since 
December. Each time, though, it has amazed 
me how many people refuse to make any 
comments. Last time the Interviews were on 
reaction to the Watergate hearings and 
because it was at a time when Nixon's 
enemies list was breaking in the news we 
thought maybe the people who wouldn't give 
their names were afraid. 

But this week, with half the country 
hollering for impeachment, you just can’t 
believe people are afraid of reprisals, at least 
from the government. I'm beginning to think 
some people when when they say no comment 
really have no comment. Their minds are 
probably on other things. 


The Star approached two well dressed men 
in the center and asked if they were 
residents. "Yes;" they said. 

“Would you answer some questions?" 
"No,” they said. 

“Why?” we asked. 

“Because we’re from Winchester."

Misunderstanding 


Principal , English Director 
Explain New WHS Program 

The following article on the English 
program at Winchester High School was 
written by principal Vincent E. Larocco and 
English director Richard J. Sullivan in 
response to some misunderstanding by 
parents on what is required of students. 


Some parents are questioning our English 
program at the high school. The program is 
not new as it has been in the design and 
discussion phases For about four years. 

What is different is that students can elect, 
with parental approval, certain portions of 
their program at various times during the 
school year. Whatever the program, the skills 


of reading, vocabulary, composition, 
listening and speaking are inherent in all 
phases of the program. whether it be required 
or elective. 

The college preparatory English program, 
with the exception of advanced placement, 
has two phases - one is required; one is 
elective. The required program contains 


materiel which we feel is essential for all 
students. 

It is highly traditional or classical in 
nature. Further, it emphasizes the 
development of critical reading and writing 
skills, as well as the improvement of 
vocabulary and language aptitudes. The 
required program was developed by the high 
school English staff. 

The elective program emphasizes these 
same skills, but permits the student to choose 
courses most appropriate for him. Over the 
three high school years, students will have 50 
percent or their program mandated, 50 
percent elective. 

Both programs (elective and required) 
demand the successful completion of five 
credits each year a student is in the high 
school. Sophomores and juniors must repeat 
their required programs if they fail them. 
Also, sophomores and juniors must make up 
any failed elective courses during their free 
periods. 

Sophomores must make up a failed 
elective in grade 11 ; juniors in grade 1 1 or 12. 
In this regard, it is important to understand 
that the report card does not necessarily 
indicate the completion of o course, but 
rather may indicate a student’s progress in a 


two or three quarter required program. 

It is nnlv when a program is one quarter in 
length that the grade is synonomous with 
completion. AN electives, plus Ihe senior 
required program are of this duration, 

In the senior year, due to the limitations of 
time, there is a departure from Ihe system 
employed for failure in grades 10 and 11 
Seniors will earn grades each marking 
period, but will not earn credit until June. 
This is the same policy that has been in 
existence for some time nl Winchester High 
School. 

Seniors failing any first, second or third 
quarter unit ore strongly urged to double up 
on electives in one or more of these quarters 
so that when the judgement of graduation 
arises the student will be in the most positive 
position possible. 

In all cases the program is designed to 
emphasize the positive; i.e., SUCCESS. If 
failure does occur, it does so in small enough 
phases (10 weeks per elective) for the student 
to make them up easily. Furthermore, 
besides involving students in decision 
making, electives also invite Ihe advice of 
teachers, parents and counselors 

Finally, the elective program was

Lake Treated 
For Control Of 
Dense Weeds 

Allied Biological Control Corp. of 
Wellesley chemically treated Upper Mystic 
Lake, Winchester and Arlington last week for 
the control of aquatic weeds. 

The project was supervised for the 
Metropolitan District Commission by Joseph 
T. Barry, Parks-Engineering Division, and 
Joseph F. Cavazzoni, Construction Division. 

In accordance with the regulations, 
notices indicating a 72-hour close-down of all 
recreational activities at the lake were posted 
along the shoreline. 

The control chemicals met the standards 
of the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
and the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. None of the materials was toxic to fish 
or wildlife, according to Allied. 

Used In the project was the Aircat.airboat 
equipped with a chemical-injection system. 
According to an Allied Biological spokesman, 
underwater injection increases the efficiency 
of the herbicide and reduces the volumes 
required. 

This equipment is designed to apply 
aquatic herbicides evenly to all weed infested 
areas, particularly in dense growth and. 
shallow waters where navigation by con¬ 
ventionally powered watercraft is either 
difficult or impossible. 

Allied has successfully carried out aquatic 
management programs throughout New 
England for the past 15 years.

Spartans Earn 
Tie vs. WHS

Coach Bob Margarita’s Stoneham High 
School team staged a strong comeback in the 
final quarter to score 16 points and forge a 22- 
22 deadlock in a game against the Winchester 
High School Sachems on Saturday. 

It wqs a joyous occasion for the home 
team. Stoneham, which seemed to head for 
certain defeat as the scoreboard showed them 
down by 16 big points with just about 16 
minutes left to play. 

Although Winchester did get credit for a 
tie, it was a big disappointment to the Mar- 
shalmen, who had hoped to get back on the 
victory trail and seemed to be in complete 
control until the last period Spartan splurge. 

But the hard running Stoneham backs plus 
some good passing by signal caller John 
Censullo proved to be the combination which 
finally crushed the Sachem aspirations. With 
Charlie Balbonl, a big back who was retur¬ 
ning to action, the Spartan backfield 
averaged about 180 pounds per man. 

Their plunging attack coupled with some 
receptions by 210 pound wingman John Willis 
accounted for all of the scoring for the home 
team, Allan Theriault helped out with several 
gains on pitchouts. 

It was an almost unnoticed play on the 
point try after the second Spartan touchdown 
which really set up the possibility of a tie. It 
was a two-point try, and when the carrier lost 
control of the ball it was recovered by 225 - 
pound Tom Hunt to score the vital points. 

However it may well have been a planned 
maneuver with the ball toter finding himself 
trapped steering the ball toward a cluster of 
three Stoneham players. Had the Spartans 
failed on this try they would still have needed 
two touchdowns to win. 

The game started before one of the 
slimmest crowds to see a Winchester game In 
recent years, Before it ended many 
latecomers and the coaches of Reading, 
Belmont and Melrose were on hand to see the 
home team rebound for the tie. 

Winchester's band made the trip but did 
not stay for the game. Band director Fred 
Murray felt It was too wet. 

Elliott Miller opened the game by kicking 
to John Vennochl, who ran from the 30 to the 
38 before meeting Phil O'Connell. Mangone 
plunged for five and was stopped by tri- 
captain Charlie Deroo. 

Two passes failed and the Spartans punted 
to Rudv Fiore, who called for a fair catch at 


his own 26. Tim Porter made four and Mike 
Heffernan on a passing attempt moved the 
ball back to the 18. 

Marc Cullen’s punt was taken at midfield 
by Ed Kelly on a fair catch. From that point 
Stoneham staged a march that took the ball 
into the end zone for the first score and a 6-0 
lead for the Spartans. 

Carl Mayer downed Bob Murphy for no 
gain. Censullo added six yards. A pitchout to 
Al Theriault gave Stoneham a first down at 
the Winchester 38. Censullo flipped a pitchout 
to Murphy for another first down before Albie 
Cordice wrestled him down at the 27. Censullo 
heaved a perfect pass Into the hands of John 
Willis, who had outrun the secondary and was 
rive yards in the clear. However, Willis could 
not control it, and it fell incomplete. 

Theriault banged out seven before being 
hit by Deroo. Murphy smashed hard. It was 
another first down at the Sachem 15. As in the 
Reading game, the Winchester frontier was 
being outfought by a hungrier opponent,. The 
backers up were making most or the tackles 

Murphy broke through but Deroo nailed 
him from behind after a very short advance. 
Charlie then halted Censullo after a gain of 
four. The next play found Theriualt getting a 
first down at the two-yard line. Censullo 
bulled over for the score, but It stayed 6-0 as 
John Carzo stopped the point after try. 

Finding themselves on the short end late in 
the first period, Winchester started a 
determined drive which gave them ball 
control for nearly 10 minutes straight and 
resulted in the Sachems finally taking the 
lead with only two minutes left in the first 
half. Vin Palumbo scored the touchdown. 
Elliott Miller's placement sent the Sachems 
into the lead. 

Palumbo took the kickoff and raced from 
the 15 to the 30 before he slipped and fell. Tri¬ 
captain Rudy Fiore carried twice for three 
yards on each play. He then took a Heffernan 
pitchout to get a first down at the 45. Porter 
made three, Fiore picked up six, and Porter 
opened the Becond quarter with a first down at 
the Spartan 43. 

Fiore made four, Palumbo added one, and 
another pitchout to Flore accounted for a first 
down at the home team’s 25. Three short 
gains found the Sachems only Inches short at 
the 10. They lost the pigskin when the stub¬ 
born Stoneham forward wall stopped the next 
play cold. 

The Spartans seemed to have made a first 
down, but an offside penalty set them back.

Mike 
Heffernan heaved a long pass to Miller and 
Elliott went all the way to score. Heffernan 
flipped one to Fiore and Winchester led by 15- 
6 with 33 seconds left on the clock. The 
Spartans could not mount an attack and the 
Sachems trooped off the field with a healthy 
nine point edge. 

They stretched this margin to a seemingly 
insurmountable 16 points after five minutes of 
second-half action. Vin Palumbo took the 
kickoff out from the 12 to the 33. The first play 
saw Mike Heffernan toss to Rudy Fiore. 
Sensing a run, the Stoneham defender im¬ 
mediately rushed up to nab Fiore. 

This left Elliott Miller a dozen yards in the 
clear. The seemingly sure score slipped away 
when the pigskin was out of the receiver's 
control. Winchester put together three con¬ 
secutive first downs as a pitchout bounced! 
Fiore snagged it and lugged the ball 20 yards.

This time Willis picked it out of the air at 
the Sachem 30 with four minutes of action left. 
Three carries by Murphy, Balbani and 
Censullo moved the ball for a first down just 
outside the 20. 

Balboni broke through the line, was hit, 
fumbled and the pigskin rolled to the seven- 
yard line where Dan Powers covered it for a 
Stoneham first down. Bob Murphy banged the 
line twice and Balboni once and the second 
Murphy effort carried him into the end zone. 

With only 1:52 left it was now or never for 
the Spartans, Big John Willis broke clear in 
the end zone and leaped high into the air to 
grab Censullo’s pass for the 22-all deadlock as 


the entire Stoneham team joined in the 
celebration: 

At this point Coach Bob Margarita pulled a 
stroke of genius. He sent in offensive quar¬ 
terback Censullo to play defense. Winchester 
took to the air to salvage the game. The ball 
was picked off by Censullo to end any late 
game Sachem hopes. The final whistle found 
the teams locked together at 22 all. 

It was an interesting game, with both 
teams playing well in spots. Nobody had the 
slightest complaint with the playing con¬ 
ditions. The grass was damp but the field was 
not wet. But for an occasional slip, neither the 
passing nor the running games were affected. 
All in all, the final score rather accurately 
describes the entire game.

Gov. Sargent 
Sign h Bill To 
Aid Vonsuiners 

Gov. Sargent signed into law 
recently a bill authored by 
state sen. John W. Bullock (D- 
Arlington) designed to protect 
consumers who require the 
services of financial in¬ 
stitutions or attorneys for the 
execution and administration 
of wills, estates or trusts for the 
management of property. 
Bullock, who carried this bill 
on the Senate floor, par¬ 
ticipated in the signing 
ceremonies, 

The fiduciary is required to 
Inform the customer of certain 
Items: most importantly, a 
detailed statement of services 
to be provided and fees lo be 
charged for those services. A 
statement of legal services that 
will be necessary will be in 
addition to the fiduciary 
charges. If a customer's estate 
is to be invested In a common 
or pooled fund operated by the 
fiduciary, a copy of a recent 
auditing report must be sup¬ 
plied to the customer. If funds 
are separately invested, the 
fiduciary must describe Us 
facilities and procedures for 
selecting and supervising 
investments.

face tne consequences of Impeachment." 

TMM Craig Ward of Winchester said of 
Richardson's reisgnation, "If this is what his 
conscience told him to do, this is what he 
should have done.” Unlike many others, 
Wark described the tape summaries as a 
"good solution" to the problem. 

A young man who works in Winchester 
commented: "Richardsonhas to be an honest 
guy to resign, rather than fire Cox.” 

Bank examiner Jack Aubrey described the 
situation as "terrible" and agreed 
Richardson did the right thing by resigning. 
He viewed the tape summaries as a "poor 
solution according to the law.” 

On the question of impeachment, Aubrey 
grinned and said, "How can we impeach him, 
when we don't have a Vice President to 
succeed him? Who’s going to be president, 
Speaker Alpert? He doesn’t want the job. I 
don’t know enough about Gerald Ford to 
really say If I’d want him to succeed Nixon." 

Ted Phelps of Lexington suggested that a 
panel of people be selected to listen to the 
controversial tapes. He argued that Cox 
should have had access to the tapes so long as 
he kept security matters to himself. Phelps 
would rather see Mr. Nixon step down "for 
the good of the country" rather than im¬ 
peaching him. 

Tom Haley of Winchester told The Star 
reporter that the questions asked were tough 
for him to answer because of the fact that he 
was "in the thick of the woods in New 
Hampshire over the weekend and didn’t hear 
anything about the turmoil." He said it was 
"strange, that a man like Richardson would 
step down,” but defended Cox’s firing by the 
President as "perfectly legal." He felt If the 
tapes can prove him innocent then Nixon 
should release them. 

u Ann Fentross, local resident, admitted that 
she was losing respect for the leaders of the 
country. She was against impeaching Nixon, 
saying it's better to have him than no one. 

Also interviewed during the day were 
several Winchester High School students. 

Kathy Kelly, a senior at WHS, felt Cox was 
the only person telling the truth and that 
Nixon may have feared him. 

Judy Wallace, a Junior, felt Nixon was 
hiding something. She felt the President has a 
responsibility to the people and he should 


produce the tapes. 

Liz Katcoff, a junior, described the in¬ 
cidents as "a farce," and said, "Nixon Is 
being a little too abrupt." She favored his 
resignation, rather than impeachment. 

"Nixon is trying to cloud the issue by 
firing Cox,’’ according to senior Donna Davis. 
She felt that 11 was not right for Nixon to say, 
‘Well I’ll listen to them and tell you what I 
want to tell you.' She is afraid of im¬ 
peachment because she feels it's better to 
have Nixon than to have five generals go in 
and take over the government. 

"Some people say he’s crazy, but I don't 
believe that." remarked senior David 
Blakely. "He’ll probably be out before the 
year Is over." Blakely went on to say that 
Nixon is no more guilty than Kennedy or 
Johnson. 

He cited "the Bobby Baker scandal" during 
the Johnson years. Senators Irving, 
Tomlich, and Baker all voted against an in¬ 
vestigation by the Senate, but yet now they 
are picking apart Nixon.” Blakely felt that 
Nixon wanted to avoid a confrontation with 
the Supreme Court, and for this reason 
dumped Prosecutor Cox. If the issue goes to 
the Supreme Court, Blakely concluded, Nixon 
will be victorious because he appointed 
several justices to that court.

Household moves coat 
money, but there’B no 
reason why you should pay 
more money than you have 
to.

Though tarrifs 
are regulated by law, they 
do vary because there are 
several classes of carriers. 

Make sure you get In 
writing an agreement on 
the declared valuation 
before you release your 
household goods, in other 
words, before he starts to 
load his van. To make sure 
your household goods are 
fully covered, you must 
declare their actual 100 
percent cash value. If you 


declare a lesser amount, 
say 75 percent, your goods 
are protected only up to 7fi 
percent of their value. 

Let the movers do all the 
packing. Those boxeB you 
pack yourself will be 
stamped “PHO." Those 
three letters can mean 
grief They utand for 
"Packed by Owner," and 
any carton thuB noted is 
exempt from carrier 
liability. It's on its own If

Kenneth Trevett of 7 Wondsidc rd. has 
hern appointed public informal ion officer for 
the stale Department of Youth Services.

Dr. Quigley Says... 

Only ‘Clean Leaves’ To Be 
Left For Cemetery Compost 


Leaf composting operations are resuming 
at Wildwood Cemetery and three other sites 
in town which, according to Dr. Lawrence 
Quigley of the Board of Health, are not near 
residences. 

Quigley says this action comes from the 
cooperative efforts of the Board of Health, the 
Compost Study Committee, the Cemetery and 
Highway Departments, and with the approval 
of the Beard of Selectmen 

Quigley, who told The Star "the disposal of 
leaves will be one otour major problems In 
the near future," recalled that leaves, grass 
clippings and other similar refuse used to be 
deposited at the cemetery as compost (land 
fill). This procedure, however, was halted 
several months ago after residents com¬ 
plained of an unfavorable odor eminating 
from the cemetery. This odor was caused 
from extreme hot weather followed by rain 
and the fact that composting materials were, 
at that time, a mixture of leaves, grass 
clippings, shrubbery and rotten fruit. 

The new plan will permit only leaves, 
referred to by Quigley as ‘‘clean leaves," to 
be dropped at the cemetery and the other 
Bites. 

Quigley says the plan calls for the compost 
pile up the first year; a turn over of the leaver 
the second year; and the compost going 
through the leaf-shredding equipment the 
third year. 

Mra. Lenore Frazier, chairman of the 
Compost Study Committee, calls the 
procedure ‘windrowing." She points out that 
though the overall composting plan is a three- 
year one, Winchester has been piling up 
leaves for the past several years and is now at 
the third stage. Though slow, "nature has 
been at work” even though the leaves have 
not been turned at Intervals, she says. 

Mrs. Frazier has assured the selectmen 
that "adequate policing of the compost areas 
has been guaranteed by the Highway and 
other departments. 

To accommodate commercial gardeners 
who will not be permitted to use the compost 
sites, Mrs. Frazier has requested that 
selectmen recommend an extension of dump 
hours on Saturdays to 4 p.m. 

Quigley says selectmen and Robert 
O’Brien of the Highway Department are now 
considering whether or not to allow the dump 
to be open at particular times "for leaves 
only," 

Quigley envlsionfc the day when the town 
will have "an organized system of proper 
planning," which, he says, will save time and 
energy on the part of employees and "benefit 
the town." 

He speaks of people in a particular section 
of town raking leaves to the edge of the street 
on specified days and a town sweeper coming 
around and collecting the leaves and taking 
them directly to a compost site. The savings 
of time and energy comes when the leaves 
will not be routed to the dump first and then, if 
clean, taken to the compost location. 

Though he praises those who are working 
on the problem and making strides forward, 
Quigley feels "people are going a bit too slow. 
We need to be looking to the future," he says. 

Tuesday night sslectmen read a letter 
from the Cemetery Commissioners con¬ 
firming resumption of the leaf-composting 
operations on cemetery land. 

Ad Hoc Committee 

Selectmen at their meeting this week 
appointed five members to an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee to study the new state building code 
under the Department of Community Affairs. 
They are Richard J. Donovan of 550 South 
Border rd., Thomas F. Derro of 7 Central si., 
William J. Byrne Jr. of 27 Canterbury rd., 
Selden H. Harlow of 8 Central st. and Robert 
Baylies of 7 Harrison si. 

Police Matters 

Police Chief Edward Bowler notified 
selectmen that Lt. John P. McHugh of the 
Winchester Police Department has been 
nonimated as an alternate candidate for 
admission to the FBI National Police 
Academy pt Quantico, Va 

According to the chief, the academy is 
known as the West Point of law enforcement 
and provides training which is "intensive and 
of the highest calibre in the field of law en¬ 
forcement.” 

Executive secretary Edward Donnelly 
pointed out that McHugh's selection is "an 
exceptional honor” for the town since only 
about two are selected from Massachusetts 
each year. 

According to fowler, the FBI "picks up 
the tab for all but miscellaneous expenses." 
However. McHugh will need approximately 
UOO for expenses over and above that paid for 
by the FBI since they will not pay for travel or 


other miscellaneous expenses after arrival at 
the Academy. The chief asks that $400 be 
provided McHugh for travel outside the 
Commonwealth. 

Selectmen accepted Bowler’s recom¬ 
mendation to send McHugh to the Academy 
and to request the $400. McHugh is scheduled 
to go to the Academy for three months In 
January or April. At present, Bowler is the 
only member of the police force who has 
attended the Academy. 

Loring avenue has been the scene of 
trucking noise and complaints of area 
residents. This week selectms received word 
from the Police Department that Frank 
Borselli of Borselli Trucking on East street, 
Woburn, located in the Richburg Garage, has 
agreed to try to keep his vehicles off Loring 
Avenue. 

Traffic control on Highland Avenue has 
been another continuing problem of police 
and selectmen. To alleviate the problem, 
town meeting members will be asked to 
appropriate $2.,700 for sidewalks on Jefferson 
road ($1,300 and Mason road ($1,400. 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico has loaned the 
Chelsea Fire Department some of Win¬ 
chester’s surplus fire equipment. According 
to Arthur Dunbar, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Chelsea Fire Dept, lost quite a 
bit of Its equipment while fighting the half- 
mile square area which destroyed 18 city 
blocks and caused and estimated $100 million 
in losses. Winchester, as other towns and 
cities, responded to Chelsea through the 
mutual aid procedure by fighting the fire and 
loaning equipment. 

Selectmen William Chapman told his 
associates that the Committee on Names 
plans to indefinitely postpone the article to 
rename Palmer and Lake streets because of 
objections of residents to Lake street, the 
name finally selected by the Committee on 
Names. 

Selectman Vito Giarrizzo suggests that the 


Shredder Is 
Demonstrated 

"Municipal leaf-composting is a simple 
process, but it has got to be done right," 
explained a Rogers Co. representative as he 
demonstrated a leaf-shredding machine for 
an audience of about 25 interested Winchester 
citizens, many representing town depart¬ 
ments. 

He continued, "Good drainage of the area 
is of particular importance to prevent odors 
and insure the process of decomposition." 

He said the leaves should be "windrowed," 
a word meaning piled in such fashion that the 
proper heat and air conditions prevail, 

"Temperatures of 110-160 degrees within 
the pile are best for speedy decomposition of 
leaves, and we find, scientifically, that the 
best height and width for the pile is between 8 
and 10 feet. The length doesn't matter. The 
windrow is turned several times a year to 
Introduce oxygen to the leaves for speedier 
breakdown." 

The demonstration machine, a miniature 
nf one a municipality would use, was turned 
on. Leaves were lifted from a pile by a tront- 
end loader and placed Into a bin on the 
shredder. The leaves moved by way of a 
conveyor belt through the machine where 
they were ground up. Stones and sticks were 
disgorged at one opening. The shredded 
leaves were blown and dropped into a 
separate pile. ■ 

"We have just delivered one of our 
shredders to Newton," the Rogers Company 
representative Baid. "This means, If anyone 
who is not present today wishes to see a 
shredder in operation, he can see it in 
Newton, or in Wellesley.” 

The audience was invited to climb the 
machine and inspect its parts; also to ask 
questions. A verbal presentation was given to 
the Public Works Council later the same 
evening,
